NURSES and doctors arc due 
for disappointment next week 
when the Cabinet imposes ire 
own freeze on the £80 billion 
public sector pay bill. 

Yesterday, nurses under¬ 
lined their hopes of 20 per cent 
pay rises nexr year and doc¬ 
tors' leaders prepared to an¬ 
nounce a claim for double- 
digit increases. 

However, amid signs of 
increasing unrest over salary 
levels among five million state 
employees, ministers indicat¬ 
ed that they would nor be 
moved by the clamour for a 
relaxation of the strict pay 
curbs first imposed by die 
Tories. Next week Alistair 
Darling. Chief Secretary to the 
Treasury, will tell chairmen of 
review bodies covering 1.3 mil¬ 
lion public sector workers that 
the freeze on the overaii pay 
hill will remain in place for 
another year. 

Mr Darling's uncompro¬ 
mising message, agreed with 
Gordon Brown, the Chancel¬ 
lor. who is abroad, means that 
increases next spring will be 
held to about 3 per cent for 
must types of staff. 

Mr Darling will stick to the 
Conservatives' insistence that 
public sector pay increases 
must be funded out of effici¬ 
ency gains or other savings. 
His approach will mean that 
for the fifth year in succession 


groups such as doctors. teach¬ 
ers and nurses will find that 
overall pay bills are held fiat. 

Senior Treasury officials 
said yesterday that wirh the 
Government com rained for 
another year lo meeting tough 
spending limits inherited from 
the Tories, there was little 
room for manoeuvre over pay. 
They said that in ihe Trea¬ 
sury's economic evidence to 
review body chiefs. Iasi year's 
freeze on the overall pay bill 
would be reimposed. 

They hinted at some leeway, 
however, pointing out that 
ministers took “fairness" over 
pay as their watchword and 
that they were busy reviewing 
departmental budgets to see if 
extra cash could be released by 
juggling with resources. Policy 
changes, such as scrapping 
die assisted places scheme, 
were also releasing money. 

One aide said: "The Govern¬ 
ment is committed to the ex¬ 
isting public spending figures, 
so it is committed to keeping 
total public spending within 
existing plans and keeping 
departmental budgets within 
those plans. The Chancellor 
has added extra money for 
health and education next 
year, but ministers have made 
clear that They want that to go 
to patient care and schools, 
and not to pay." 

As the Treasury sought to 


huld the line on pay. leaders of 
some of tile most influential 
professional gruups made 
clear that they were becoming 
exasperated by their contin¬ 
uing failure to do more than 
keep pace with inflation. 

The British Medical Associ¬ 
ation is expected to renew 
claims on Tuesday that its 
115.000 doctors need rises of 
more than 50 per cent to 
restore the place in the earn¬ 
ings pecking order that they 
enjoyed in 1980. 

The General Secretary of 
the National Association of 
Schoolmasters / Union of 
Women Teachers. Nigel de 
Gruchy, said that an explosion 
of anger was in the offing. The 
National Union of Teachers, 
the biggest of the teaching 
unions, is pressing for a 
"substantial increase". 

Yesterday, nurses' leaders 
demanded an inflation-bust¬ 
ing rise, as much as 20 per 
cent, and said that they were 
not prepared to see Their 
members' wages held back for 
yet another year. 

Their review body evidence 
showed that newly registered 
nurses would need at least 
20 per cent more lo bring them 
into line with the starting 
salary of a police constable, 
and 13 per cent to be compara¬ 
ble with the pay of a qualifed 
social worker.

The two young Pnnces and 
the Prince of Wales spent 
several hours in St James's 
Palace earlier this week por¬ 
ing over the mountain of 
tributes, poems and gifts, after 
they had gone to thank staff 
dealing with the mail. 

A spokesman said: "They 
were very touched, ail of them, 
and they just could not believe 
the many, many letters from 
all ages and from so many 
countries. The Princes want to 
say a sincere thank you." 

So far more than 300,000 
letters have arrived at the 
Palace, some from children 
simply addressed to "Diana". 
An extra 30 staff were last 
night drafted into the Palace to 
deal with the mail. 

On their visit the Princes sai 
at separate desks with their 
father between them reading a 
selection of the notes. 

Prince Harry, who is 13 on 
Monday, read one letter salut¬ 
ing his" bravery during the 


funeral procession when he 
walked through London be¬ 
hind his mother's coffin. The 
letter .front a boy of his own 
age. said: “Ills very difficult to 
pul all this into words, bur I 
really wanted to write to you 
and tell you that you're a real 
brave guy." A lener to William 
and Harry said: "This is a note 
to say lie brave, don’t be afraid 
to cry."

Blair seeks to 
swing Welsh 
votes after 
Scots victory

A TRIUMPHANT Tony Blair 
travelled to Wales last night to 
urge voters in follow Scot¬ 
land's example by endorsing 
an assembly in next week's 
referendum. 

With Labour facing a tough 
fight to secure victory on 
Thursday. Mr Blair sought to 
build on the momentum of his 
success in Scotland by staging 
a walkabout in the centre of 
Cardiff and appealing to 
Welsh voters to deliver “a 
constitution fit for the 21st 
century". 

The Prime Minister said he 
hoped that Labour's success in 
Scotland, which saw vmers 
backing a parliament by a 
margin of three to one and 
also endorsing tax-vatying 
powers, would inspire people 
in Wales. 

His intervention in Labour’s 
flagging campaign in Wales 
came amid continuing signs 
that voters are divided over an 
assembly. An 1CM poll this 
week for 77ie Guardian 
showed that 37 per cent of 
voters in Wales supported an 
assembly, while 3b per cent 
rejected it. with 27 per cent 
undecided. 

To loud cheers from shop¬ 
pers in Cardiff, he descrihed 
the Scottish vote as “the kind 
of process of change that 
should carry on next Thurs¬ 
day here in Wales. “It's about 
bringing Government closer 
to the people." 

William Hague, the Conser¬ 
vative leader, said last night 
that he could defeat the Gov¬ 
ernment in Wales. He added: 
"They are being offered a pale 
shadow of what has been 
offered in Scotland." 


Poll exports in Wales yester¬ 
day believed that the Sconish 
factor cuuid bring another 10 
or 12 per cent of support to the 
"yes" campaign. 

Ron Davies, the Welsh Sec¬ 
retary. will lead the final 
charge of the campaign up to 
next Thursday but will be 
assisted by senior ministers. 
MPs. MEPs. and Scottish 
devolution activists who are 
expected to arrive in Wales 
over the next few days. 

In Edinburgh earlier yester¬ 
day Mr Blair address^! the 
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hundreds who had gathered 
in Parliament Square, off the 
Royal Mile. As" the crowd 
roared. Mr Blair walked tri¬ 
umphantly up to a platform 
accompanied by Donald Dew¬ 
ar. the Scottish Secretary'. 

Mr Dewar delivered an 
emotional address in which 
he hailed the final tally in 
which 7-1.3 per cent of voters 
endorsed a Parliament, with 
t>3-5 per cent agreeing that the 
body should have lax-varving 
powers. 

However. Mr Hague, 
speaking in London, said it: 
"It has been a sad night for the 
future of Scotland and the UK. 
But we have to respect the 
views of the people and dearly 
there will be a Scottish Parlia¬

PLANS to dose the 35 
remaining long-stay psy¬ 
chiatric hospitals are 
bang frozen while a new 
vetting system is put in 
place to ensure adequate 
alternative care in the 
community services are 
available. 

Announcing the freeze 
yesterday, Paul Boateng, 
the Health Minister, said 
care in the community 
had lost credibility. “It is 
perceived as (raying (ailed 
to deliver both in terms of 
the patients and in terms 
of the wider community," 
he said. 

But he added that there 
would be no extra money 
for community care. 

Advice on die level of 
care in each area will be 
given to the Government 
by a 26-member indepen¬ 
dent reference group, in¬ 
cluding Marjorie 
Wallace. Chief Executive 
of the Mental Health 
charity Sane, Dr Matt 
Muijen. director of the 
Sainsbury Centre for 
Mental Health. and 
Michael Hewlett from the 
Zito Trust 

Ms Wallace, recently 
elected an honorary fel¬ 
low of the Royal College 
of Psychiatrists, said she 
would feed in information 
received from die thou¬ 
sand people a week who 
called Sane's helpline. 


Blair warns Sinn Fein 
over ceasefire breach

THE Prime Minister last 
night moved to secure the 
Ulster Unionist Party's pres¬ 
ence at next week's full-scale 
peace negotiations by vowing 
to eject Sinn Fein from them if 
the IRA breaks its ceasefire. 

Speaking on the eve of 
today's crucial UUP executive 
meeting. Tony Blair said that 
Sinn Fein arid the IRA were 
inextricably linked, and that if 
the republicans breached the 
Mitchell principles of democ¬ 
racy and non-violence “they 
will be out of the talks -. Mr 
Blair also declared that “there 
must be no change in the 
constitutional status of North¬ 
ern Ireland without the con¬ 
sent of the majority of people 
in Northern Ireland." 

Those two statements 
should do much to reassure 
Unionists following Thurs¬ 
day’s provocative IRA dis¬ 
avowal of the Mitchell 
principles to which Sinn Fein 


had committed iself just two 
days earlier, and what was 
seen as an attempt by Mo 
Mowlam, the Northern Ire¬ 
land Secretary, to dilute the 
principle of consent. 

However Mr Blair failed to 
meet another UUP demand 
that the IRA be required to 
disarm during the negotia¬ 
tions. Loathe to unravel a 
carefully-constructed compro¬ 
mise, he said only that “we 
want to see actual decommis¬ 
sioning" during the talks. 

Mr Blair said that he des¬ 
perately wanted the Unionists 
to join the talks. It is now 
widely expected that the UUP 
executive will today opt to stay 
in the process while opposing 
face-to-face talks with Sinn 
Fein, and will give David 
Trimble, the party leader, 
flexibility to proceed as he sees 
fit That could mean “proximi¬ 
ty talks" of the sort used to 
negotiate peace in Bosnia, or

insisting on a delay until Sinn 
Fein explains the IRA’s move. 

UUP officials said they be¬ 
lieved that the IRA interview 
in An Phoblacht, the mouth¬ 
piece of the republican move¬ 
ment, was a ploy to provoke a 
Unionist boycott, but insisted 


the party would not fall into 
that trap. The smaller Demo¬ 
cratic Unionist and UK 
Unionist parties have already 
abandoned the peace process. 
If the UUP quit as well it 
would not only attract interna¬ 
tional condemnation, but give 
London and Dublin the oppor¬ 
tunity to impose a settlement 
favourable to republicans. 

Mr.Adams, the Sinn Fein 
president, insisted he wanted 
inclusive talks, and urged 
Unionist leaders to join Sinn 
Fein at the talks on 
Monday. He admitted the in¬ 
terview's timing was “unfortu¬ 
nate" but insisted the ensuing 
furore “nonsensical”. He said 
he signed the Mitchell princi¬ 
ples on behalf of Sinn Fan 
alone and that the IRA was a 
separate organisation.

BA deal lifts cabin crew strike threat

THE threat of further strikes at British 
Airways was lifted yesterday when the 
airline strode a deal with cabin crew 
unions over budget savings. 

Talks had been continuing since July’s 
three-day strike which cost BA an 
estimated £125 million. The Transport 
and General Workers' Union tabled 
proposals which BA has accepted will 
achieve the £42 million of savings it 


wanted in its cabin crew operation. 

Fewer than 300 BA staff officially went 
on strike, but hundreds more went sick, 
disrupting flights for weeks. Staff were 
angry at “macho-management" tactics by 
BA in its search for annual cost-savings of 
£1 billion. 

Bob Ayling. BA’s chief executive, said 
the agreement signalled “a genuinely new 
beginning for relations and spirit of co¬ 
operation inside the company". Bill 
Morris, general secretary of the TGWU, 


said the deal showed the union's commit¬ 
ment to the airline’s competitive success. 

In an important concession. BA has 
lifted sanctions imposed on staff who 
openly went on strike. They faced being 
barred from promotion for three years 
and lost the right to travel privileges. The 
mainstream TGWU cabin crew union, 
the British Airline Stewards and 
Stewardesses Association (Bassa). has 
been allowed to reopen offices at Heath¬ 
row and Gatwick.

The sculptor Michael 
Sandle said last night that he 
could no longer toleraie “their 
stupidity, hypocrisy and mor¬ 
al cowardice". He said: “The 
exhibition was foisted upon us 
because of a gap when another 
exhibition fell through. It is 
the awful hype about this 
show which t find distasteful." 

He attacked the institution 
for borrowing a ready-made 
exhibition from Charles 
Saatchi. It includes a portrait 
of Myra Hmdley-made-from • 
children’s handprints, by 
Marcus Harvey, and sculp¬ 
tures such a< the Chapman 
brothers’ dismembered, 
bloody limbs, torso and head 
of a mutilated corpse. 

“The RA should not take on . 
,an exhibition reflecting 
'Saatehi’s lack of taste. There is 
1 going to be blood on the carpet 
over this, a tremendous row. 
My resignation is just the thin 
end of rhe wedge," he said. 
"The trouble is we’ve been 
used as stooges by INormanJ 
Rosenthal |the exhibition sec¬ 
retary! for rather too long. We. 
the academicians, are the rea¬ 
son the place is there. It's 
treated like an old people's 
home.” 

He accused Mr Rosenthal of 
using the RA as a springboard 
for his own career. 

Professor Sandle. whose 
work is represented in collec¬ 
tions such as the Tate and 
Metropolitan in New York 
and whose commissions in¬ 
clude a George Orwell memo¬ 
rial in wfgan. said the 
language he used in breaking 


the news of his resignation 
was probably "still ringing in 
their ears". He beet me an 
academician in 1982. “It no 
longer feels like an honour. I 
feel they have dishonoured 
thsmelves." he said. 

“I rather hope people are 
going to decide the time has 
come ro get back to basics and 
find out what the Academy is 
about. It's not about merchan¬ 
dising and selling T-shirts. It's 
not their remit. They’re sup¬ 
posed to foster standards. 
Theyve sold our in a way they 
will bitterly regret. 

"My point has been that 
there are other British artists 
besides the people who reflect 
the tastes of Saatchi. the 
Turner Prize, Goldsmiths 
College and*all that lot. The 
RA should have curated its 
own show and gone out and 
found those artists. With 
Saarchi, theyVe lost their 
independence." 

While many of his col¬ 
leagues had focused their criti¬ 
cism on the Hindley portrait, 
he levelled his attack against 
the whole show. The Hindley 
could quite easily have been 
"juried out", he said, noting 
that that happened regularly 
with Summer Show exhibits. 

David Gordon, secretary’ of 
the Academy, said of Professor 
Sandle's resignation: "Only he 
can explain his derision." 

In an Omnibus programme 
to be shown on BBCl tomor¬ 
row. Mr Rosenthal says: "It’s 
a high risk exhibition far the 
Academy. A large number of 
people who regularly come ro 
Academy exhibitions will be 
shocked. I think there will be 
people queuing round the 
block to come and see what all 
the fuss is about."

Kerry Jay. 21. from Cladon. one 
among many hopefuls, could not 


understand their unwillingness to 
get back behind the wheel of a Ford 
Capri, bum rubber, shout at each 
other and then lull people.

David Wickes, a veteran director 
of the original scries who put 
together a £10 million deal in the 
City lo finance the remake, said that 
buyers were lining up from Japan to 
The Netherlands.

son, the current Editor of the 
the magazine, had declared:

In his tribute Mr 
Chancellor said that Bernard 
had sometimes been almost' 
unbearably funny but also 
made his readers share his 
suffering, joy and anger with 
the constant spectre of his 
own death never far away. 
"He gradually acquired the 
status of the country’s one 
officially tolerated moral rep¬ 
robate."

Mr Chan¬ 
cellor said. “But she wrote not 
in a state of shod but to 
inquire tenderly after him.

Mr OToole remembered 
an incident while he was

A BITTER who used his 
millionaire employers' money 
to enjoy a lavish lifestyle of 
champagne, cocaine, body¬ 
guards and prostitutes was 
jailed for 3 b years yesterday. 

Southwark Crown Court 
was told that Ferciyarl Hole 
adopted the role of a single, 
lonely millionaire and im¬ 
pressed his new friends from 
the bocal pub with parties at 
his employers’. £4 million Re¬ 
gency home. Servants provid¬ 
ed meals that included wild 
boar and. El,500 bottles of 
Chateau P&rus. He also sold 
his employers' £56,000 Bent¬ 
ley Turbo car after registering 
it in his own name. 

The- court was : fold that 
Hole, 49.. was ah able confi¬ 
dence trickster with a record of 
petty crime who had been 
drummed out of. the Army’s 
catering corps. He was sent by 
a domestic employment agen¬ 
cy. with immaculate refer¬ 
ences, to Rodney Price, the 
Australian chairman of the 
Thistle hotels group, and his 
wife, Loeen. who gave him the 
job of manservant. 

Judge David Elfer. jailing 
Hole for theft, said that when 
he took the job in the house off 
Be I grave Square in London, 
he h id the fact that he had seen 
the inside of a prison cell and 
been cashiered from the Army. 

"You undeniably had a yen 
for what you considered tu be 
the high life," the judge said. 


"and you were prepared to 
stoop to dishonesty to achieve 
it. You took a well-rewarded 
position on a salary of £21.500 
with accommodation, ail ex¬ 
penses and food paid, and 
your employers, decent, hon¬ 
ourable and trusting people, 
left you for many months at a 
time in charge of their house¬ 
hold in this country. But you 
wanted more. You wanted the 
trappings and the appearance 
of your employers' wealth and 
you abused their trust" 

He said Hole stole the 
money and went across 
Europe with the intention of 
investing in an Estonian tim¬ 
ber company. "But still you 
did hot resist the pampered 
life. It was first-class rail and 
holds, a bodyguard at E200 a 
day, prostitutes, drugs and 
drink." 

Mr and Mrs Price were 
trusting and asked no ques¬ 
tions when Hole said that in 
Britain all documents relating 
to a car had to be kept with it 
Mrs Price handed over theA'L 
papers for her Bentley, which * 
Hole registered in his awn 
name and sold for £56.000. 
Hole also stole E3.500 from the 
safe in the house. 

The couple were unaware 
that their butler had swapped 
his downstairs position for 
upstairs luxury until they re- 
turned home to find him, the 
cash, two paintings and die 
car missing.

Amer icans who bought the Princess’s clothes have seen 
them rise tenfold in value, writes Tunku Varadarajan 
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A FORTNIGHT after the 
death of Diana. Princess of 
Wales, scores of people across 
America who bought dresses 
belonging to the Princess at 
the New York charity auction 
in June have realised that they 
are sitting on their own pri¬ 
vate goldmines. 

Experts believe that the 
value of each dress has soared 
and that many owners will 
eventually be tempted to cash 
in. One*buyer has already 
placed an advertisement in 
The Wall Street Journal, of¬ 
fering for sale “a Princess Di 
dress". Purchased for $24300. 
the seller is asking $250,000. 

The buyers of a dress en¬ 
crusted with simulated pearls 
who intend to take the pearls 
off and recast them in 
earrings to be sold for charity, 
expect to raise$10 million. The 
Princess's 79 dresses in total 
raised $3-25 million at the 
Christie's auction. 

A source at Chrisrie*s said: 
“I think these dresses have 
turned into the best invest¬ 
ment in town. Where else can 
someone have spent, say. 
$40,000 and expect a return on 
his investment three months 
later of about $300,000? I 
think there would be buyers 
for every single one of those 
dresses — even the more 
ghastly ones — and they'd 
happily pay huge sums for 
them. We’re likely to see 
sellers come out of the wood¬ 
work once a respectable 
mourning period has passed." 

Asked if his auction house 
would participate in a resale of 
the Princess's dresses, he ex¬ 
pressed horror. “Of course 
noL That would be in terrible 
taste.” 

The pearl-encrusted dress, 
designed by Catherine Wulk-

er. was bought for $34,500 by 
Roxanne Duke, who runs 
International Gem and Jewell¬ 
ery Show Inc, a family-owned 
company based in Maryland. 

Yesterday Vicki Eaton, the 
company's director of admin¬ 
istrative operations, said the 
sale of the earrings was “strict¬ 
ly for charitable purposes, 
with every cent going to the 
institutions which Princess 
Diana worked so hard to help 
when she was alive". 

The owners are upset that 
their charitable enterprise has 


been "misrepresented" in the 
tabloid press. The dress in 
question — lot 54 — was one of 
the more garish items. A long- 
sleeved dinner gown of cream 
pleated silk, it was worn by the 
Princess at an official recep¬ 
tion in London in 1982, and 
again on a stale visit to Nepal 
in 1993. 

The company wrote to the 
Princess some weeks after 
buying die dress for her 

permission to remove the 
thousands of simulated pearls 
for earrings. Ms Easton said: 
"We had decided, even then, 
that the proceeds would go 
exclusively to charity, and we 
told her so in toe letter." 

Ms Eaton added: “She 
wrote a nice letter bade to us, 
within days, saying that the 
dress was ours and that sbe 
was delighted for us to do 
anything with it that we liked. 
Of course, she seemed pleased 
that we were giving the money 
to charity." 

The company wrote also to 
Catherine Walker, who was 
happy with the plan, which 
involves taking the dress 
apart Forms are now handed 
out at the company's shows, 
inviting buyers to apply for 
earrings, costing $1,000 a pair. 

The earrings will have the 
shape of a crown “since Prin¬ 
cess Diana was the queen of 
hearts". Set in 14-carat gold, 
the design also incorporates a 
cross and hearts. 

The Dukes are also selling 
men's lapel pins, each incorpo¬ 
rating a single pearl, for $800. 
The pins will also have a little 
red ribbon, "symbolising the 
Aids cause, to which the 
Princess gave so much of her 
precious time” 

Ms Eaton also revealed that 
the company is considering

making brooches with the 
dress's buttons, priced at 
“$100 to $175. for those who 
cannot afford the more expen¬ 
sive items". Ms Eaton said 
that she is getting “hundreds 
of orders a day". 

Eyebrows were raised in 
New York this week with the 
publication in The Wall Street 
Journal of an advertisement 
for the sale of one of the 
Princess’s dresses. The dress, 
lot 35. is a cocktail dress of 
scarlet silk lace, also by Cath¬ 
erine Walker, and worn by the 
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Princess on a visit to Argenti¬ 
na. Its $25,000 price was one 
of the lowest of the auction. 
The unnamed collector is now 
asking ten times as much. 

Michelle Gates, acting for 
the vendor, said that several 
offers of $150,000 had been 
turned down. She said: “I 
don’t believe at this time that 
my diem is interested in 
selling it for less than 
$250,000." The proceeds will 
not go to charity bur Ms Gates 
denies that her client is profit¬ 
ing from the Princess’s death. 

By contrast, a Scottish 
couple who bought one of the 
auction dresses have can¬ 
celled plans to put it on 
display. 

Briege and Graeme Mac¬ 
kenzie paid E39,0<S for the 
black silk Christina Stram- 
boulian cocktail dress worn by 
the Princess on the night her 
husband admitted adultery on 
television. Mrs Mackenzie. 44. 
said she had cancelled plans to 
display the dress on October 1 
at a lunch in aid of the 
Children First charity. The 


couple, who met the Princess 
at a preview in London before 
the auction, had told her of 
their plans to show the dress 
across Scotland to raise money 
for their favourite charity. 

Mrs Mackenzie said: “I 
think we will still go ahead 
with our plans, but we will 
wait maybe until this time 
next year. I am thinking of 
talking to her office at Ken¬ 
sington Palace to ask them 
what they think," 

The dress is at present 
wrapped in tissue paper and 
stored in a bank vault The 
couple are thought to be the 
only private buyers from Brit¬ 
ain although some dresses 
were bought by British 
newspapers. 

A private client buying a 
Catherine Walker dress in the 
early 1980s would have expect¬ 
ed to pay in excess of £5,000, 
fashion industry sources said. 

The price would include 
numerous fittings. The dress¬ 
maker does not disclose prices 
for haute couture dresses for 
private clients. ; 


Verdi’s

TH E Proms are honouring 
one of their most ardent 
fans, Diana.

More than 5,000 Promc- 
naders last night saluted the 
Princess with extracts from 
Verdi’s Requiem, ber fa¬ 
vourite classical piece, 
which was played at her 
funeral. Organisers derid¬ 
ed there Should be no 
speeches, preferring a ref¬ 
erence in the programme to 
the deaths of the Princess 
and Sir Georg Solti, the 
conductor who was due to 
perform the Requiem last 
night His place was taken 
by Sir Colin Davis. 

In his speech at the last 
night of the Proms today, 
the conductor Andrew Da¬ 
vis is expected to honour 
D iana. "Tradition dictates 
that ills speech is secret but 
you can be assured that the 
events of the past week will 

figure large." a spokesman 
said. 

The final programme has 

been hastily amended to 
include Jupiter from The 
Ptan&s suite by HolsL The 
spokesman said: “Everyone 
will know it as the tune for 
the hymn / Vow to Thee My 
Country, which was one of 
the most emotional mo¬ 
ments of the funeraL 
"The Princess was a great 
fan of the Proms, and we of 
her. The last time that 
Verdi’s Requiem was 
played five years ago sbe 
was there and she told us 
bow she cried. It was her 
favourite da«ifal piece. 
The Proms are always a 
very emotional affair and 
unashamedly there will be 
many tears shed." 

The music industry has 
taken a lead in suggesting 
ways to raise money for the 
Diana. Princess of Wales 
Memorial Fund, name with 
inaiqr thousands expected to 
buy Elton John’s record of 
Candle in the Wind when it 
goes on sale today. 

There are promises of 
pop concerts to come. Rich¬ 
ard Branson is already 
preparing an evmt to coin¬ 
cide with the first anniversa¬ 
ry of her death next 
summer. Efforts are being 
made to persuade the three 
surviving members of die 
Beatles to come together for 
the day in concerts to be 
held simultaneously in 
London.

Survivor 
could have 
amnesia

IN PARIS 

THE bodyguard who sur¬ 
vived the car crash in which 
the Princess died could be 
suffering from partial amne¬ 
sia as a result of his injuries 
and may never be able to 
recall the crucial moments 
leading up to the accident. 

Trevor Rees-Jones, 29. is 
able to communicate unly hy 
blinking, be Figaro reported 
yesterday, and doctors have 
warned investigators that a 
combination of trauma and 
anaesthetic while under sur¬ 
gery' may have impaired his 
memory. Although Mr Rees- 
Jones is recovering gradually 
from serious face, head and 
chesl injuries, his parents 
have said that he will he 
unable to speak to investiga¬ 
tors “for some time". 

A spokesman at La Pitie 
Salpetriere hospital could not 
confirm claims that Mr Rees- 
joins has yet to be informed uf 
the death of tire Princess.

i ONE of Britain’s leading ar¬ 
chitects has drawn up radical 
proposals to strip away the 
walls around London's royal 
landmarks and turn them into 
“people's palaces” 

Inspired by the huge crowds 
that thronged The Mall and 
royal parks after the death of 
Diana, Princess of Wales. 
Terry Farrell, the designer of 
M16’s headquarters ar Vaux- 
hall Bridge, will next week 
present to Mark Fisher, the 
Arts Minister, plans that in¬ 
clude demolishing the high 
wails around Buckingham 
Palace. 

Mr Farrell believes the 
walls, topped by spikes and 
barbed wire, should be re¬ 
placed by handsome orna¬ 
mental railings, giving the 
public a view into the palace's 
spacious gardens. He would 
do the same with the wall 
along The Mall that shuts out 
the view of the gardens of St 
James’s Palace. 

“The royal palaces appear 
as huge buildings shut away 
behind walls,” Mr Farrell 
said. “Inside, the large gar¬ 
dens are little used and totally 
unseen by the public." 

A government committee, 
chaired by Gordon Brown, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
is considering dosing The 
Mall to traffic as a permanent 
memorial to the Princess, but 
Mr Farrell’s plans go much 
further and include a public 
path through the royal gar¬

dens. The vast public tribute to 
the Princess showed that The 
Mall could serve as more than 
a convenient short cut across 
Central London for taxis and 
cars. Suddenly not just the 
pavements but the gravel rides 
under the trees became public 
promenades, as full of people 
as theTuileries in Paris or the 
Paseo del Prado in Madrid. 

Mr Farrell said: The 
funeral brought home the 
incredible beauty of The Mall 
and the royal parks. The 
urgent need is to improve the 
links between the parks. 

“We also need to do away 
with the dreadful underpasses 
at Hyde Park Coiner which 
completely cut off Hyde Park 


from Green Park. A direct 
street-level link must be creat¬ 
ed from Buckingham Palace 
up Constitution Hill, past the 
Apsley Arch and through the 
beautiful entrance screen into 
Hyde Park. "This route is 
always used by the Royal 
Family; now the public should 
follow. Traffic lights have 
already had to be introduced 
to control traffic, so it would be 
an easy matter to introduce an 
extra phase for pedestrians." 

Mr Farrell, who was a 
member of the Royal Parks 
Review Committee, said such 
improvements could be car¬ 
ried out at a fraction of the cost 
of the E80 million tunnel 
proposed by the Royal Parks 


Agency to put ail the traffic on 
Park Lane under ground. 

Sir Terence Conran, the 
creator of some of London’s 
leading restaurants, believes 
small pavilions containing ca¬ 
fes could be introduced under 
the frees along The MalL 
These pavilions could be 
placed in the wide carriage¬ 
way, on the north flank of The 
Mall, which at present is used 
only for car parking. 

Although Changing the 
Guard is London's leading 
tourist attraction, anyone 
wan ring to sit down after¬ 
wards for a cake or a coffee 
has to make a long trek to 
Victoria, Sr James's or Trafal¬ 
gar Square. "Buckingham 
Palace has shown the way 
with the elegant tented ticket 
kiosk by Sir Michael Hopkins 
opposite the Victoria memori¬ 
al." Sit Terence said. “Tables 
and chairs could be set out 
around the kiosks and re¬ 
moved in winter." 

Further possibilities will 
open up if the Institute of 
Contemporary Arts proceeds 
with a planned move from The 
Mall to new premises at 
Blackfriars Bridge. The base¬ 
ment of the eastern half of 
Carlton House Terrace, which 
it occupies, fronts The Mall 
and could be transformed into 
caffe and restaurants. 

“Restaurants and bars 
along The Mall would appeal 
not only to tourists but to 
people working on both sides 
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of St James’s Park." Sir Ter¬ 
ence said. 

In the 1960s officials at the 
Crown Commissioners ar¬ 
gued that the length of Carlton 
House Terrace on The Mall 
should be transformed into 
caffe similar to those along the 
Champs-Elysees. Traditional¬ 
ists overruled them and the 
western half of Carlton House 


Terrace along The Mall was 
scooped out to form a vast 
underground car park. The 
Duke of York steps, like the 
Spanish Steps in Rome, could 
be a suitable venue for flower 
sellers. 

Mr Farrell believes that 
removing the walls around 
Buckingham Palace would not 
mean infringing on the Royal 


Family’s privacy. There are 
numerous shrubs and trees 
around the perimeter of the 
gardens, so removing the 
walls would not expose the 
Royal Family to view every 
time they walked into the 
garden." he said. 

"Railings backed up by sec¬ 
urity cameras could be just as 
effective as the present wall

HOTELIERS fear that the 
genteel and romantic image of 
the Lake District will be 
shattered by an abrasive new 
television series starting to¬ 
morrow which claims to lay 
bare the "dark soul and sexual 
quicksand" of a small Lake¬ 
land community. 

The Lake District anracts 15 
million tourists each year to its 
manicured villages, placid wa¬ 
ters. wild scenery and the

peace and tranquillity cher¬ 
ished by walkers from Wil¬ 
liam Wordsworth onwards. 

Now the tourist industry is 
bracing itself for a squall 
blown up by The Lakes, a four- 
part BBC I serial written by 
Jimmy McGovern, the un¬ 
compromising writer of 


Cracker and the docudrama 
Hillsborough. McGovern has 
now turned his attention ro the 
adventures of a Liverpool 
"scally” — Merseyside slang 
for a Jack-the-Lad — in a small 
Lakeland community. The 
programmes reflect the writ¬ 
er's concerns with the grittier 


side of life, with graphic sex 
scenes, brawling, drunken¬ 
ness and tensions between 
“offcomers" and locals. 

The Cumbrian Tourist 
Board has issued a press 
release, headed The Lakes v. 
the Lake District, claiming the 
television drama bears “little 


reflection to real life". Board¬ 
ing house proprietors have 
grown nervous at trailers wich 
claim there are only two 
things to do in a little village in 
the Lake District — “one is 
drink, the other, sex". But at 
the Prince of Wales Hotel in 
Grasmere, the 40-odd live-in 
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staff recognise McGovern's 
fictional world as authentic 
but overspiced and 
dramatised. 

Anne Cassidy, the assistant 
manager said: “They work 
very hand, long hours and it is 
a very intense life. They work 
logerher. they eat together and 
they sleep together. All the 
factors are there." 

Martin Fletcher, the propri¬ 
etor of the rwo-star Nanny 
Brow country house hotel on 
Windermere, is horrified. He 
believes that The Lakes will 
sully the area's reputation. 

"I have seen the trailers on 
television and they have con¬ 
firmed my worst fears." Mr 
Fletcher said. “They have to¬ 
tally misrepresented the mod¬ 
em employment practices and 
the kind of people working in 
the Lakes. It is a dreadful 
slander on the Lakes. Our 
head chef is a Liverpudlian 
and when he saw the trailer on 
television he basically went 
potty. T know I'm a Scouser,' 
he said. ‘But hell s teeth. I am 
not like that’." 

The series is produced by 
Charles Pattinson. a product 
of Windermere who won uni¬ 
versal acclaim for his Bafta- 
award winning series Our 
Friends in the North. He said: 
“It is McGovern at his very 
best — hard-edged, witty, fast- 
paced. moving and life-affirm¬ 
ing. dealing with his familiar 
obsessions — sex. gambling 
and death. Catholicism and 
guilt The Lakes is a classic 
rites-of-passage story — a 
Brirpop serial for the 1990s." 

Scored by a Britpop sound¬ 
track. The Lakes tells the story 
of Danny Kavanagh, a Liver¬ 
pudlian scally. thief and inver- 
erate gambler, who escapes 
the dole queues of Merseyside 
for life as a skivvy in a Lake 
District hotel. 

Danny, played by John 
Simm. meets, chats up. makes 
pregnant and is forced to 
marry a Inca! girl. All this 
takes place against a backdrop 
of frantic couplings between 
Danny's fellow workers and 
girls they have picked up. a 
headmaster's wife and the 
hotel chef and u smouldering 
liaison between a Roman 
Catholic priesi and a member 
of his congregation. 

The work is partly autobio¬ 
graphical. Aged 18. McGovern 
left Liverpool in the late IdtiOs 
to work as a hotel skivvy, 
porter and waiter in the Prince 
of Wales Hotel, now part of 
the Thistle chain. He was a 
failure at hotel work but 
remembered the sudden vio¬ 
lence and the seething resent¬ 
ment between hotel workers 
and outsiders. Like Danny, he 
married a girl from the 
village. 

David Humphreys. 20, 


from Girdiff. is a senior 
oommis chef a the Prince of 
Wales. He says he does not 
recognise the brawling in The 
Lakes. There are no fights, he 
said, but young people thrown 
together anywhere will have 
sex. “It is going to happen 
wherever you go." When staff 
at the hotel complete their 
night shift it is too late to go to 
the public house. Many 
choose to go nearby clubs such 
as die Wheel House and 
Starlights, in Bawness-on- 
Windemere, described de¬ 
spairingly by one hotelier as 
“the Blackpool of the Lakes". 

Domingo Perdomo, the ho¬ 
tel's general manager, said: 
“Most of our staff are young, 
healthy, lively. Most impor¬ 
tant. they are away from 
home. The image of the Lakes 
is one of an over-fifties’ para¬ 
dise. It is seen as an older 
person's holiday destination. I 
think the Lakes will remain as 
they are." 

William Hutchinson, the 
proprietor of the UUswater 
Hotel, where the series was 
filmed, is relaxed about his 
establishment's new notoriety. 
He knows some villagers from 
nearby Patterdale are not 
happy and the local parish 
council is upset at the amount 
of gratuitous sex. 

He cheerfully points out 
where the fictional chef and 
headmaster’s wife took sex on 
television to new heights. “I 
saw some rushes," he said. 
“You had to shoo die bairns 
out. 

“But it is the real world, isn't 
it? It isn't as bad as they make 
out — the staff carrying on. 
There are no drugs here."

You meet them in yacht havens of 
the Canaries and the Caribbean, 
tartered red ensigns at the stem, 
pegging our nappies, supervising 
correspondence courses and send¬ 
ing self-assured children up die 
dusty quay to buy yams in the 
market. There may be a newish 
baby, gnawing at a rusk tied to its 
shoulder-strap with a seamanlike 
bit of tarred twine. 

There are no official statistics or 
welfare surveys on sailing nomad 
families: statistics and the State are 
two of the things they are escaping. 
Right from society is a constant 
theme, although not all are as 
exaggeratedly hostile to shore life 
as Tom Schinas. who told this 
paper “a two-week-old baby is safer 
at sea than on dry land ... My 
children have never seen a class¬ 
room and have no idea what 
bullying and violence means. They 
have never watched television, 
used a computer or eaten a Big 
Mac- 

Even those who plan to come 
back, for secondary school show a 
robustly unapologetic style of 
parenting, at odds with our ner¬ 


vous age. They are throwbacks to 
tougher generations. Uke the 
Brasseys. who in IS7b girdled the 
wurld nn their schooner Sunbeam. 
with a paid crew, four children and 
two dugs. The baby nearly died of 
croup during □ wild passage from 
Honolulu to Yokohama.

Lrling Tambs, set out round the 
world with his wife. Julie, and a 
doe called Spare Provisions. By the 
rime hi* yacht. Teddy* hit a Pacific 
reef ihe\ had :» rwo-ycar-old son 
and a baby.

MORE families are sailing 
around the world thanks to 
increased leisure time and mod¬ 
ern technology. 

Boat sales are expected to rise 
sharply this year, with the British 
marine industry showing a 
record £2.28 billion turnover in 
1996.

with children aged three and five, 
we prudently chose a circumnavi¬ 
gation of mainland Britain, which 
enabled us to cover 1,700 miles 
without getting too far from the 
NHS. Even so. boatless friends 
said we were mad. Sometimes we 
nearly did go mad: family life in a 
cabin 10ft by 7ft is intense. You 
cannot walk away from a tantrum, 
send it to its bedroom, or hand it 
over to a granny or nanny. You 
have to solve it. You also fed 
morally and practically bound to 


compensate a child for exchanging 
nursery cosiness for a wasteland of . 
grey waves. It takes love, ingenuity 
and tolerance. It is hard work. 

But the good moments shine — 
the dolphins, the rainbows, the 
intrepidity of a three-year-old 
dimbing 20ft of slimy, rusty har¬ 
bour ladder, the crazy accumula¬ 
tion of family jokes. Children can 
watch adults solving problems 
rather than railing irritably at 
distant employers or utilities. Liz

father‘contriving a paintbrush out 
of his own hair. “With hindsight I 
sometimes shudder, but I don’t 
regret any of it." Another woman, 
off again next month, says: “At 
least you sink or swim together: 
you’re totally committed as a 
family and a crew." 

In an age of parental nervous¬ 
ness. semi-detached commuter 
fathers, discontented mothers and 
neurotic conversations about 
school league tables, there is some¬ 


thing beguiling in the idea of 
steering your own family course. 
There are inevitable tragedies, but 
get through Biscay and the first 
gale and, with luck, a child might 
write one day, as Clio Smeeton did: 
"It wasn't boring, it was bliss, all 
the things that I loved most in the

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Children ‘can lie as 
soon as they talk’

CHILDREN start telling fibs 
earlv, researchers have found. 
They can lie deliberately as 
soon as they can talk, before 
they grasp the idea of truth 
and reality. 

The lies reported by parents 
take many forms and are told 
for niartv reasons. They in¬ 
clude hiding things and then 
denying knowledge of their 
whereabouts, and pretending 
not to know where common¬ 
place objects, such as their 
pyjamas, are kept 

The results of studies car¬ 
ried out by Dr Vasudevi 
Reddy, of Portsmouth Univer¬ 
sity, "and Dr Paul Newton 
have disproved the idea that 
children need ro pass a test of 
understanding before they can 
tell lies. 

Between the ages of three 
and four, children learn that it 
is possible for the mind to 
harbour false beliefs. Before 
that, they tend to believe that 
the mind automatically knows , 
the truth. Tests can show 
exactly when they pass from 
that naive belief to the realisa¬ 
tion that minds are not simply 
a mirror image of reality. 

The theory has been that, 
before this transition, they are 
not capable of lies, but Dr 
Reddy reported a study of 24 
children which shows that 
lying predates the transition 
and does not alter in form or 
content as the children pass 


through the transition. “Child¬ 
ren are lying, perhaps ineptly, 
as soon as they I earn to 
communicate.” Dr Reddy told 
the annual meeting; in Leeds of 
the British Association. "By 
the age of two and a half to 
three, they are telling quite 
complex lies." 

Dr Reddy relied on parents 
to report instances of lying 
because It was extremely diffi- 
culr to tesr children's ability to 
lie in laboratory conditions. 
“Children in natural settings 
may do tilings because the set¬ 
ting provides a motivation and 
a ‘sense* which is simply un¬ 
available in the more abstract¬ 
ed environs of the laboratory.” 
she said. Children's ability to 
recognise that beliefs can be

false was tested by putting 
them in a room and letting 
them watch an adult hide an 
object The adult then left and 
another adult came in and 
moved the object.

Children typically I earn to 
pass such tests between three 
and four, and earlier experi¬ 
ments have suggested that, 
before that, they cannot lie.

Dr Richard Wiseman, of the 
University of Hertfordshire, 
devised an experiment in 
which almost 5.000 people 
rang in after watching two 
clips of a Yorkshire Television 
presenter. Carolyn Hodgson, 
on YTV*s Tonight pro¬ 
gramme. In one clip she 
responded to a question with 
foe truth, in foe other with lies. 

Most people spotted when 
she was lying, but right¬ 
handers turned out to be 
better at it, exactly what Dr 
Wiseman expected. Among 
left-handers. 66 per cent cor¬ 
rectly identified the lie, while 
72.5 per cent of right-handers 
did so — a “highly significant" 
difference. Dr Wiseman said. 

He guessed that right¬ 
handers would be better 
because they use the left-hand 
side of their brain to process 
language, while in left¬ 
handers foe process is distrib¬ 
uted across the brain. That 
should give the right-handers 
an advantage. 





Air on a bee-sting: waggling tails and beating wings help to point the way to plentiful sources of nectar 

Bees draw route map in the air 


DANCING bees generate air flows that 
tell other bees where to find nectar, 
scientists have found. The discovery 
explains how bees that return from a 
foraging expedition communicate foe 
location of nectar, even in the darkness 
of a hive. 

Danish researchers have tested the 
system using a robot bee. consisting of a 
brass body and a wing made from a 
razor blade, powered by four tiny 
motors. Professor Axel Michelson said 
they had got up to 30 bees at a time to fly 
about 500 metres from the hive. “ It is not 
as effective as a live dancer, but it 
demonstrates the communication sys¬ 
tem," Professor Michelson. of Odense 
University, said. 

There have been many theories about 
how honey bees tell others where to find 


a good source of nectar. It was thought 
that bees learnt the direction and 
distance by watching a returning in¬ 
sect’s elaborate dance, or that bees 
touched foe dancer to gather the co¬ 
ordinates. 

Professor Michelson said his team 
had proved that the waggling of the tail 
and beat of the wings during the dance 
set up three-dimensional flows of air 
which carried the information about 
where to fly. The air flow caused the 
antennae of nearby bees to waggle and 
these patterns were picked up by a sense 
organ at foe base of the antenna, from 
where they went to the brain. 

Professor Michelson said the air¬ 
wave communication system operated 
over a very small distance; “One bee- 
length away there is almost nothing. If 


you live together with 50.000 insects in a 
small box it is better to have a private 
conversation with your neighbours 
rather than tell everyone." 

Elephants, in contrast are able to 
communicate with others two or more 
miles away using infrasonic sounds, 
very low frequency waves similar to" 
those used by the US Navy to communi¬ 
cate with nuclear submarines under the 
Arctic ice-cap. 

William Langbauer. of Pittsburgh 
Zoo, told the meeting that the vibrations 
were made in foe nasal passages using a 
membrane across the entrance to the 
skull. “With this the cow elephant can 
attract males from miles away during 
her amazingly short periods of sexual 
receptivity of only four days once every 
four years," Dr Langbauer said.

BRITISH cities would be 
more prosperous and enjoy a 
better quality of life if tougher 
environmental standards, 
mirroring the best overseas, 
were brought in. it was 
claimed yesterday. 

Professor John Whitelegg. 
of John Moores University. 
Liverpool, said that there was 
overwhelming evidence from 
countries such as Germany 
and Japan that good environ¬ 
mental policies boosted eco¬ 
nomic performance while 
improving foe quality of life. 

“A study of 32 cities in 
Germany has shown that the 
highest levels of retail turn¬ 
over are to be found in those 
cities with maximum traffic 
restraint." he said. 

In Britain traffic-calming 
often consisted of the occasion¬ 
al hump or small pedestrian¬ 
ised area. But in Germany, 
city authorities have created 
huge car-free centres and 
banned or dramatically re¬ 
duced parking. "Cities with 
the largest access for the car 
have the lowest retail tum-

over, the German study 
shows." Professor Whitelegg 
said. 

The study merely looked at 
the benefits to shops, but the 
banning of cars also cut air 
pollution and accidents thus 
triggering greater economic 
gains. Hospital bills, for ex¬ 
ample. were reduced. 

Professor Whitelegg died 
other studies in Germany 
where 700.000 jobs have been 


created over the past ten years 
as a result of high environ¬ 
mental standards in areas 
such as recycling, water and 
air quality control and noise 
reduction. 

A study by the Institute of 
Prospective Technology Stud¬ 
ies in Seville. Spain, shows 
that, overall, 800.000 jobs 
would be created across foe 
European Union if timber and 
recycled materials rather than 
concrete and aggregates were 
used in construction. 

Professor Whitelegg said: 
“The Danes have also' looked 
at this. They have calculated 
they can create 10.000 jobs 
and employ 27,000 people in 
.the construction industry 
through a range of environ¬ 
mental initiatives." 

The polities, designed to 
reduce pollution, boost the 
economy and help disadvan¬ 
taged groups such as the 
elderly, include combined heat 
and power projects, energy 
conservation schemes far 
buildings, cycleways and ur¬ 
ban forestry projects.

The oldest poster in the 
collection is for the 1921 film 
The Conquering Power, star¬ 
ring Rudolph Valentino. The 
latest include the contempo¬ 
rary heart-throb Harrison 
Ford in Star Wars and Raid¬ 
ers of the Lost Ark. 

Posters featuring stars such 
as Humphrey Bogart, Bette 
Davis and Rita Hayworth are 
expected to be popular with 
fans.

Contesta nts have been urged to be themselves, as long as 
they don’t want to smoke or drink, reports Tom Rhodes 


THE wholesome image that 
has kept Miss America a 
popular favourite among the 
country's older generation for 
76 years is to get a facelift 
tonight when entrants will for 
the first time wear bikinis and 
sport navel rings and tattoos. 

Organisers of the compeh- 
rian. in the gamblers’paradise 
of Atlantic City, have even 
allowed the contestants to play 
the gaming tables with Miss 
America commemorative 
chips. But the 51 women are 
still banned from smoking 
and drinking. . 

The pageant officials have 
been eager to advertise the 
break with tradition that will 
allow contestants to bear their 
stomach, wear modest sandals 
instead of spiked heels and. 
simply, be themselves. 

All the women must do their 
own make-up and wear swim¬ 
suits bought from shops rath¬ 
er than creating their own eye¬ 
catching ensembles. The 


judges have been told to 
penalise entrants they detect 
as being “untruthful” to 
themselves. 

The new rules have brought 
some much-needed publicity 
to an event that has been 
living in the past for decades. 
There has been talk of a new 
permissiveness and hip indi¬ 
vidualism, a hint of which 
became apparent while the 
contestants were going 
through rehearsals wearing T- 
shirts, jeans and pumps. 

Much has been made of the 
fact that Jill Renee Cummings, 
an aspiring recording indus¬ 
try executive and amateur 
boxer, has a silver belly-button 
ring to show off with her two- 
piece bathing suit 

“Why am I wearing it? Just 
because that’s me," she said. “I 
got my bellybutton ring Jong 
before 1 thought about getting 
into the Miss America pag¬ 
eant, and I’m not going to take 
it out to please anybody.” 


Heather Nicole Busin, Miss 
Pennsylvania, has found her 
platform of family literacy 
overwhelmed by interest in 
the small tattoo of a sun below 
her navel. “I lave sunny days 
and the brightness when the 
sun comes out cheers me up.” 
she said. 

Despite these stealthy steps 
into the Nineties, there is no 
sense yet that Miss America 
contestants will be lurching 
into the new millennium 
wearing leather thongs and 
nose rings. The strictures for 
the swimsuit section are very 
precise: bikinis must have 
bottoms that drop no more 
than an inch below the navel 
and have sides no less than 2h. 
inches wide. Tops must pro¬ 
vide full coverage, with straps 
at least half an inch wide. 

Unchanged is the enduring 
insistence of the organisers 
that the event is not a beauty 
contest but a scholarship com¬ 
petition. They proudly boast

that this annual catwalk is the 
biggest source of scholarship 
money for women in the 
United States. 

Leonard Horn, the pageant 
president shrugged off accu¬ 
sations of political correctness 
and said that Miss America 
has been farced to recognise 


the realities of modem society 
. and television of the 1990s. 

The competition began in 
1921. the year after women 
gained the vote, and was 
originally seen as a commer¬ 
cial means to extend the brief 
summer season in Atlantic 
City. A religious upbringing 


was mandatory for competi¬ 
tors, whose skirted bathing 
suits and film-star glamour 
appealed to a devout section of 
the blue-collar population. 

In the Fifties and Sixties, it 
regularly attracted one of the 
biggest television audiences of 
the year. Since then the audi¬ 
ence has dipped and younger 
viewers have mainly tuned in 
to laugh at the archaic glam¬ 
our of a past era. 

A brief surge of interest 
came when Vanessa Williams, 
an actress and pop singer, lost 
the title in 1954 after Pent¬ 
house published nude photo¬ 
graphs of her.

OXFORD prison is among 
hundreds of historic buildings 
in Britain opening their doors 
free of charge to the public at 
certain rimes this weekend. 

They include little-visited 
country houses, long-locked 
churches, town halls and 
courts of justice, merchants’ 
houses, and spectacular mod¬ 
em buildings. Buildings that 
are regularly open also offer 
free access at certain times this 
weekend. Heritage Open 
Days are organised by the 
Civic Trust and the scheme 
extends across many Euro¬ 
pean countries. London has its 
open-house scheme next Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday. 

Towns such as Ipswich and 
Norwich now,' compete to have 
the largest numbers of build¬ 
ings specially open for the 
weekend.

Surprising faces on fantasy front bench 


j yfagniis Ii nklater believes the revolution 
promis ed in Scottish politics will be led by 
some unexpected, but familiar, names 


FIRST MINISTER Dewar rises to 
his feet beneath the great steel and 
glass dome of the controversial new 
Scottish parliament building in 
Leith, and begs leave to introduce 
the first major Bill of the new 
session. The President, Lord Steel 
of Aikwood. inclines his head 
briefly, and Mr Dewar begins to 
outline the aims of the Schools 
Curriculum (Scotland) Bill, the 
biggest shake-up of primary and 
secondary education in Scotland 
since the Education Act of 1872. 

“Mr President" he announces, 
“the aim of this Bill is little short of 
revolutionary: it will ensure that 
within the next decade Scottish 
pupils become the best educated, 
the best informed, and the most 
highly skilled in Europe. It gives 
me pleasure to call upon my 
colleague, Mr Robin Cook, to 
outline the provisions of this 
ground-breaking piece of leg¬ 
islation." 

The year is 2001. and Scotland's 
parliament is, as promised, up and 
running. There have been more 
than a few hiccups, and a seeming¬ 
ly never-ending list of surprises. 
The first is Donald Dewar himself, 
who has persuaded the Prime 
Minister to allow him to serve as 
First Minister while continuing to 
hold his post as Secretary of State 
in the Cabinet Both have agreed 
that this is a temporary measure. 


but it has proved useful in smooth¬ 
ing out teething troubles. Along¬ 
side him is Mr Cook, who has 
stunned his colleagues by opting to 
serve in a Scottish parliament 
rather than continue as Foreign 
Secretary, though perhaps the 
thwarting of his ambition to be 
Chancellor of the Exchequer may 
have had something to do with it. 

Also on die front bench, three 
women from very different walks 
of life. The actress Elaine C. Smith, 
better known as the television wife 
of Rab C. Nesbitt, has been created 
Minister of Culture despite her 
nationalist leanings; Arm Gloag. 
the boss of Scotland 5 most success¬ 
ful new oompany. Stagecoach, has 
been persuaded to take on the 
transport portfolio; and Sheila 
McKechnie, director of the Con¬ 
sumer's Association and former 
boss of Shelter, has returned from 
London to head the Department of 
Housing. Watching all this with a 
wary eye from the Opposition 
benches are two unlikely bedfel¬ 
lows: Alex Salmond, of the Scottish 
National Party, and Michael For¬ 
syth. who has surprised everyone 
by turning his back on Westmin¬ 
ster (for the time being at least) and 
gaining entry to die new parlia¬ 
ment on the Tory party list

here have yet been approached id

serve in Scotland's new parlia¬ 
ment, although some are bound to 
be there. But one thing that the 
double Yes vote ushers in is a 
period of fevered speculation about 
who is likely to stand and what 
kind of place this parliament will 
turn out to be. Mr Dewar is already 
the favoured front-runner for First 
Minister (as the Government’s 
White Paper calls the Scottish 


Prime Minister), despite the fact 
that he will be 63 by the time the 
parliament is in place. Lord Steel 
might well relish the post of 
President, the equivalent of the 
Speaker at Westminster. 

Mr Cook is a passionate advo¬ 
cate of reform, and could yet deride 
that his destiny lies in helping this 
great constitutional experiment 
And it is the stated objective of all 


parties to ensure that the Scottish 
parliament not only has a high 
proportion of women, but is not 
dominated hy party time-servers. 
The aim is to attract business 
people, charity workers, lawyers, 
teaciters and others to lighten the 
mix and ensure that it does not 
simply become another House of 
Commons bearpit. 

There will be other differences; 


proportional representation will 
ensure a better balance of parties; 
committees, open to tire public, will 
take on a much higher profile role, 
particularly as there will — initially 
at any rate — be no revising second 
chamber. Anti-sorial working 
hours will be forbidden; sittings 
might only take place on one week 
a month; Bills would have two 
readings, not tiiree; salaries would

The margin of support for 
constitutional change exceed¬ 
ed even the expectations of 
campaigners, particularly on 
the second question on tax. 
Three-quarters (743 per cent) 
voted in favour of a Scottish 
parliament and 635 per cent 
backed tax-varying powers. 
About 45 per cent of the total 
electorate voted “yes", so the 
huge endorsement would easi¬ 
ly have passed the 40 per cent 
hurdle set in 1979 by a Labour 
MP. George Cunningham, 
when Scots last voted on home 
rule. 

At that time, just 32.9 per 
cent voted in favour. Talcing 
into account the slightly lower 
turnout of 60 per cent this 
time, compared with 63 per 
cent in 1979. the result showed 
a dear swing towards devolu¬ 
tion throughout Scotland. 

All 32 of the local authority 
areas in Scotland voted over¬ 
whelmingly for a parliament, 
and only two areas. Orkney 
and Dumfries and Galloway, 
at opposite ends of the coun¬ 
try, voted against tax-vaiying 
powers. Even the old pockets 
of resistance to home rule, in 
Shetland, the Scottish Bor¬ 
ders, Orkney, Aberdeen, and 
Dumfries and Galloway, and 
Tayside which rejected devo¬ 
lution in 1979, all supported 
the creation of a parliament 
this time. 

However, the size of the 
“yes'’ vote on the second 
question, on tax-varying pow¬ 
ers. was prohably the biggest 
surprise. Opinion polls had 
forecast a close contest, raising 
fears of a “yes. no" vote, but on

However, Glasgow also had 
the lowest turnout with just 
half the electorate bothering to 
take part in what had been 
billed Scotland’s most impor¬ 
tant decision for nearly 300 
years. 

Those most wary about tax- 
varying powers were largely 
found in the areas which 
rejected devolution 18 years 
ago — the Scottish Borders. 
Perth and Kinross and 
Shetland. 

There had been fears that 
turnout would be embarrass¬ 
ingly low, because of apathy 
or loss of momentum after 
campaigning was suspended 
because of the death of Diana. 
Princess of Wales. But as foe 
results came in early yester¬ 
day morning, it soon emerged 
that those worries were mis¬ 
placed. The first declaration, 
from Clackmannanshire at 
12.44am, showed that two- 
thirds had voted, a trend 
which continued unto foe last 
result from Highland just 
before 6am. 

The turnout was high 
enough to give the Govern¬ 
ment a mandate for constitu¬ 
tional change. The "yes-no" 
results in Orkney and Dum¬ 
fries and Galloway .were , the 
only signs of dissent on a night 
which showed the Soots’ quiet 
determination to-take more 
control of their own affairs- 

At a ceremony in Edin¬ 
burgh where be was presented 
with the final figures by foe 
chief counting officer, Donald 
Dewar, die Scottish Secretary, 
said: “The people have spo¬ 
ken. John Smith’s belief in the 
settled will of the Scottish 
people was truly justified last 
night." ’ 

Alex Salmond, leader of the 
Scottish Nationalists, said that 
Scots had won “a great victory 
for their country". Jim Wal¬ 
lace, leader of foe Scottish 
liberal Democrats, said the 
result was Scotland's “vote of 
confidence" in itself.

suitable candidates to stand for foe 
body. Mr Ancram. a Scot who is 
now the MP for Devizes after twice 
losing seats in Scotland, said he 
relished the challenge.

Bosnian polls to 
dictate future 
of ethnic mix 

From Tom Walker in Sarajevo 


BOSNIANS go to the polls 
today and tomorrow, in a $53 
million (£33 million) interna¬ 
tionally-sponsored attempt to 
restore the country’s precari¬ 
ous ethnic balance. 

The Organisation for Set 
urity and Co-operation in 
Europe (OSCE) is hoping the 
municipal ballot can kicks tart 
the painful process of helping 
Bosnians to return to their old 
homes — ethnic reintegration 
is the much-ignored central 
tenet of the Dayton peace 
accord. Some 2.4 million have 
registered to vote, the majority 
living, and voting, far from 
where they resided before the 
war. But they will be able to 
cast their votes for councils in 
their farmer home areas. If 
they can help to elect friendly 
councils, some at least will be 
tempted to return. 

Bosnians have little choice 
other than to vote for national¬ 
ist parties sworn to protecting 
ethnic interests. The Serbs and 
.Croats stand to lose towns, 
and bath have only, recently 
dropped boycott threats. Serb 
nationalists face seeing their 
vice-like grip on Republika 
Srpska diluted by significant 
Muslim representation on 
some town councils, while the 
Croats may lose some strate¬ 
gic border towns altogether, 
threatening the security of 
neighbouring Croatia itself. 

The OSCE, embarrassed by 
a mysterious 104 per cent 
turnout at last year's national 
election that helped to widen 
Bosnia’s ethnic divide, has 
been desperate to find the 
right formula this time. 


“These are the most complicat¬ 
ed elections, ever." David Fo¬ 
ley, an OSCE spokesman, 
said. There are some 2200 
polling stations, with at least 
one international monitor in 
each, protected by the 30.000- 
strong Nato Stabilisation 
Force. 

Embarrassing sideshows 
have tended to detract from 
the central theme. Journalists

Poison trap laid for coyotes 


New York: Tens of thousands 
of coyotes across America face 
death by poisoning after the 
Administration announced 
emergency plans to cull their 
numbers (Tunku Varadarajan 
writes). 

The move follows pressure 
from the sheep farming indus¬ 
try, which last year alone lost 
$35 million I £22 million) worth 
of animals 10 the coyote. . 

Coyotes are treated as a 
menace in America. Each year 
they are shot, trapped, blud¬ 


geoned. snared, strangled and 
electrocuted. A total of 82^61 
coyotes were killed last year 
and more than 683,000 since 
1990. Yet their numbers keep 
rising and their hunting 
grounds have spread beyond 
the arid west to such places as 
New England and Florida. 

The new campaign is only 
aimed at coyotes which attack 
sheep. Those which prey on 
rabbits and rodents will be 
unaffected. Sheep collars laced 
with Compound 1080. a potent 


roxin. are being rushed to 
Oregon and northern Califor¬ 
nia, the worst-affected areas. 

Environmentalists fear that 
the poison will enter the food- 
chain. They say poisoned coy¬ 
otes could decompose near 
streams or rivers, contaminat¬ 
ing the water supply. 

Federal officials argue that 
the poison will be used in such 
small quantities there wall be 
no danger. They say tests have 
shown that the water supply 
will not be spoiled.

Italian businessman. He was 
arrested after allegedly plac¬ 
ing (he last of four bombs a 
week last Thursday. The 
police say that traces of C-4 
plastic explosive were found 
on his hands and fingernails 
and in a haversack. 

The Cuban version is being 
challenged by American and 
Salvadorean official sources, 
as well as by Miami exiles 
and Mr Cruz Leon's family. 

American officials say they 
are investigating any Miami 
link to the bombings, but 
complain that Havana has 
provided no credible evi¬ 
dence. The Salvadorean army 
said that Mr Cruz Ledn 
dropped out of military acade¬ 
my after only eight months 
and was never more than a 
cadet The US military also 
denied that he had undergone 
weapons and explosives train¬ 
ing at Fort Benning, Georgia, 
as Cuba claims. 

His family said that Mr 
Cruz Leon worked for a 
Salvadorean entertainment 
company and had travelled to 
Cuba on holiday with Cuban 
friends working with a Cuban 
circus. “What they are saying 
about Raul is false," his sister 
Yanira Cruz Leon said. 

The Cuban American Nat¬ 
ional Foundation has denied 
any link to the bombings, al¬ 
though it openly supports 
“any ad of internal rebellion".

Puccini fight as old score is settled 



Richard Owen, in Viareggio, 
finds that a 20-year legal fight 
has not weakened the resolve 
of Puccini’s granddaughter 


S 1MONETTA Puccini, 
the granddaughter of 
the Italian composer, is 
launching a campaign to saw 
his crumbling villas at the 
Tuscan resort of Viareggio, 
where La Boheme. Manon 
Lescaul and Turandot were 
created. 

In June Signora Puccini. 
68 . completed a 20-year IcgaJ 
battle to prove her right to the 
composer's inheritance, in¬ 
cluding his lakeside villa at 
Torre del Lago. outside 
Viareggio, and his birthplace 
at Lucca. But after years of 
neglect the Torre del Lago 
villa is in serious disrepair, 
and prey to thieves and 
vandals. 

Moreover. Signora Puccini 
was not awarded the third 
dilapidated Puccini property 
— his town house on Piazza 
Puccini near the seafront at 
Viareggio, which is in danger 
of being auctioned off to 
become a discotheque or a 
block of flats. She hopes to 
raise funds to run all three 
villas into a “Puccini trail**, 
with concerts, shops and high 
tech exhibits “to rake the 
magic of the maestro come 
alive again". 

Puccini's legacy after his 
death in [924 was complicat¬ 
ed by the fact that he had 
what IlMessaggero this week 
called "an exuberant love 
life". But Signora Puccini was

able to prove a direct line of 
descent; although her lather. 
Antonio, was bom before 
Puccini married her grand¬ 
mother Elvira, "he was al¬ 
ways a Puccini and had the 
Puccini name ... My grand¬ 
father was a man of enor¬ 
mous fascination and charm, 
although he was also vulnera¬ 
ble and occasionally melan¬ 
choly**. Signora Puccini is 
irritated by suggestions that 
Puccini was a Bohemian 
lady's man. like a character in 
one of his operas. "He 
worked very hard." 

Signora Puccini was the 
product of a liaison between 
Antonio and Maria, “a re¬ 
served and shy readier” from 
Milan (often wrongly descri¬ 
bed as a ballet dancer). Anto¬ 
nia later married another 
woman. Rita DeN'Anna. but 
Antonio "always took an in¬ 
terest in me as his daughter". 
When Antonio died in 1946. 
she was recognised as a 
"natural daughter" entitled to 
pari of the legacy, but it took 
her until 1974 to prove in law 
that she was entitled to the 
name Puccini, and another 23 
years to get the villas. She has 
founded the Puccini Institute 
in Milan, which publishes 
letters and documents relat¬ 
ing to the composer, and an 
"Association of The Friends 
of the Puccini Houses". 

But despite her victory. 
Signora Puccini has no access 
to the house in Viareggio 
where her grandfather lived 
from 1921 until his death, and 
which she often visited as a 
child. Her summer home in 
Viareggio (she lives mainly in 
Milan) is tantalisingly close: 
it is Puccini's chauffeur’s 
former flat above the garage 
next to the house (Puccini was 
a keen motorist). The house, 
buift in Oriental style to recall 
Turandot (which was written 
there) is biting down. "We 
need one and a half million 
pounds to buy it and even 
more to restore it," she said. 
The wooden balustrades are 
broken, bare covering the

windows are twisted, and the 
garden is overgrown. "My 
grandfather loved the house 
in every detail. 1 remember as 
a child a marvellous garden 
full of gardenias and rhodo¬ 
dendrons. It is all gone," Over 
three miles away, is the vitia 
where Puccini lived and com¬ 
posed from 1899-21, and 
where he is buried. 


T he Puccini Festival is 
held nearby every sum¬ 
mer, with seating for 
three thousand. The villa is a 
place of pilgrimage: even the 
streets of Torre del Lago are 
named after Puccini operas. 
Visitors can see Puccini’s 
death mask, the chapel where 
he Is burled, (he gun room, 
with Puccini* rifles, huntin 
boots and stufFed birds, an 
the card table in the drawing 
room were his friends played 
noisily whle he composed at 


the piano. But the cluttered 
rooms are marred by rising 
damp, the windows are bro¬ 
ken and ill-fitting, and there 
have been several robberies, 
with photographs. Tiffany 
lamps, antique furniture, and 
even the inkwell of Puccini's 
desk stolen. Side rooms next 
to (he family mausoleum are 
full of discarded artefacts, 
and the walls are peeling. 
Signora Puccini hopes to 
renovate the villa and open it 
"(o all lovers of Puccini". 

Her restoration plans may 
be held up. however, not only 
by lack of funds, but also by 
the revelation this week that 
(he former caretaker at the 
Torre del Lago villa, 
Giacomo GiovannonL 44, 
whom she dismissed when 
she took it over in July, also 
claims descent from the com¬ 
poser. and may contest the 
villa's ownership. 



Smiles but little joy greet prospect of euro’s punctual birth

IN MONDORF. LUXEMBOURG 

AFTER years of anguish over the 
Maastricht criteria for monetary 
union, Europe's finance ministers 
had reason to smile when they 
turned up at this spa town last night 
to start work on the end-game for 
the launch of the euro. 

Thanks to economic recovery and 
tough fiscal medicine, France and 
Germany as well as half a dozen 
other EU states now seem well- 
placed to pass the 1997 budget test to 
win entry to the euro club next May. 


Bonn and Paris have this week 
delivered optimistic forecasts of 
their readiness to qualify. Lionel 
Jospin, the French Prime Minister, 
has also just confirmed his determ¬ 
ination to put the euro ahead of the 
Socialist pledges made during last 
spring's election campaign. 

However. Then Waigel. the Ger¬ 
man Finance Minister, and his 
colleagues were hardly in high 
spirits last night as they arrived for 
a weekend intended to help clear the 
way for rhe EU's grandest project. 

The closer the euro gets, rhe 
sharper is the light thrown on the 


political hurdles along the final 
straight to rhe launch date of 
January 1. 1999. Unemployment in 
Germany and France and growing 
resistance in the German political 
world, are fuelling doubts about the 
prospects for locking a probable 
majority of the EU states into 
monetary union. 

The Mondorf meeting, to be 
attended by Gordon Brown, the 
Chancellor, and Eddie George. 
Governor of the Bank of England, is 
focusing on the few' remaining 
technical decisions. However, the 
ministers are also seeking answers 


to big questions. Top among these is 
the collision between Bonn’s vision 
of a currency run on the strict ajtri- 
infiarionist creed of the Bundesbank 
and France* determination to man¬ 
age the currency as a tool for 
generating growth and combatting 
the "global hegemony" of the dollar. 
Linked with this is a EU-wide drive 
to rackJe unemployment. 

France forced Germany at the 
Amsterdam summit in June to 
acquiesce in the creation of an 
"economic pole" to balance the 
power of the European Central 
Bank, controller of the future cur¬ 


rency. Paris put aside its demand 
for an "economic government" but 
has since insisted on a “euro 
Council". M Jospin said this week: 
"The single currency will have no 
sense without a body to co-ordinate 
economic policy. The euro must be 
accompanied by... employment 
policy in European construction." 
Germany* guardians of monetary 
rectitude sec this as a recipe for 
inflation and a soft currency, espe¬ 
cially now that the euro seems likely 
to be embraced by Italy.

AN investigation has been 
launched into reports that 
15000 Frenchwomen have 
teen illegally sterilised with¬ 
out their consent after being 
ruled mentally unfit for 

motherhood. 

The women aged under 45 
were sterilised by state-nm 
institutions responsible for 
their care and often at the 
request of their parents, ac¬ 
cording to a report in the 
investigative weekly Charlie- 
Hebdo. Under French Jaw 
sterilisation without consent is 
illegal in all but a handful of 
cases, and the French Social 
Affairs Ministry this week 
launched an inquiry into the 
allegations. 

The report was based on 
research by Nicole Diederich, 
France* foremost expert on 
mental retardation. She 
claimed that the rate of invol¬ 
untary sterilisation has accel¬ 
erated in France over the past 
two decades and is now com¬ 
monly practised in psychiatric 
hospitals. 

One third of the women 
sterilised were selected for the 
operation simply because they 
were "lightly retarded, with 
insufficient IQs", she claimed. 
Many were allegedly told they 
were undergoing a routine 
operation and some remain 
unaware that they cannot 
have children. 

The report was published 
following The recent scandal 
over forced sterilisation of 
women in Sweden, which 
received wide and shocked 
coverage in France. 

The research was immed¬ 
iately challenged by the 
French Order of Doctors on 
the basis that Mme Diederich 
could not have obtained the 
statistics without violating 
strict French rules governing 
medical secrecy. The group 
did not deny that sterilisations 
had been performed, but in¬ 
sisted the practice was used 
“only in isolated cases” and for 
overriding medical reasons 
such as when a woman* life 
would be endangered by 
pregnancy. • 

Mme Deideridi said the 
figure of 15,000 was an esti¬ 
mate based on available data 
in the Gironde region, and she 
called for a full inquiry into 
how many female patients in 
French psychiatric institu¬ 
tions. currently numbering 
more than 40.000, had been 
sterilised without their know¬ 
ledge or consent 
The National Union of As¬ 
sociations of Parents and 
Friends condemned forced 
sterilisation as a means of 
birth control but conceded that 
some parents, on the advice of 
doctors, “may have resorted to 
such a practice in certain 
cases”.

Russia’s black and blonde chat show 
host scores hit with sex fantasy TV

Y elena HANGA casts her 
eyes around the studio audi¬ 
ence befure swooping on her 
next victim. Man nr woman, young 
or old. no one is spared the 
intrusion of her microphone and 
her determination to pry into the 
most intimate details of their sex 
lives. 

With her slim build, engaging 
laugh and chatty style, the young 
black Russian presenter, who wears 
a striking blonde wig for effect 
beguiles her stony-faced guests. 
Men come clean about their erotic 
fantasies, a business woman 
describes in detail how she domi¬ 
nates her male partners in bed and 
two pensioners confess that they 
approve of telephone sex lines. 

Sex itself may no longer be a 
taboo in Russia, where adult films, 
pornographic magazines and pros¬ 
titution have flourished since the 
collapse of Soviet rule. However, 
what Miss Hanga and her weekly 
chat show About It are attempting 
is a radical departure into the last 
relm of Russian society still un¬ 
touched by the glasnost reforms 
launched a decade ago. “We 
jumped straight from censorship to 
pornography, without ever giving 
the people a chance to discuss what 
sex really means in our lives," said 


Miss Manga, who was bom and 
raised in Russia, the daughter of an 
American communist mother and a 
Tanzanian nationalist father. 

“This show fills that gap. It 
answers problems people would 
never dare to discuss with their 
family or friends. And best of all it is 
entertaining and a lot of fun. 
without being smutty." 

Certainly. Russia could use a 
dose of sex therapy. Under Commu¬ 
nism the state imposed prudish 
controls on anything to do with sex. 
banning all sexually explicit materi¬ 
al, outlawing homosexuality and 
even punishing adulterers in the 
Communis! Party. 

In one memorable moment dur¬ 
ing a live television debate in 1986 
between American and Russian 
audiences, a haughty Soviet ma¬ 
tron. engaged in a transatlantic 
duel about the evils of Western 
society, declared triumphantly: 
“There is no sex in the Soviet 
Union.” 

She was misinformed, however, 
and according to two international 
surveys published last year, Russia 
is one of the most sexually active 
nations in the world, even if people 
are still reluctant to talk openly 
about iL 

Although only one programme 


has so far been broadcast, the show 
caused an instant sensation. View¬ 
ers were stunned to hear an 
"experienced woman" —a working 
call girl — explain the finer points of 
oral sex and faking an orgasm, and 
she warned wives that unless they 
improved their performance in bed 
they would lose their husbands to 
mistresses or prostitutes. 

One man. looking sheepishly at 
his interviewer, confessed that his 
fantasy was to have sex with a black 
woman. Other men in the audience 
nodded in agreement, but were 
silenced by a young woman, who 
revealed that she had sex with a 
black man and it was nothing 
special. 


M iss Hanga admits that 
the show is an education 
for her as well."I lived an 
incredibly sheltered life in Moscow 
and 1 did not do anything more 
daring than kiss my first boyfriend 
at university," she said. When a 
guest described how she liked to be 
anuaonka — on top of her partner 
— the presenter did not know what 
she was talking about until prompt¬ 
ed by her producer who hissed 
through the earpiece: "Don’t look so 
surprised, you’re supposed to know 
what they are talking about" Not 


everyone in Russia wants to be 
educated and the programme has 
predictably offended die-hard Com¬ 
munists and Russian nationalists, 
who regard the show as one of the 
most pernicious examples of West¬ 
ern decadence to invade the 
country. 

Stanislav Govorukhin. Che chair¬ 
man of the parliamentary culture 
committee, said that even if the 
programme was aired late at night 
to avoid young viewers it could still 
harm adults. "Not only is the 
programme in bad taste, but it is 
vulgar and indecent," said the 
parliamentary deputy who is also a 
famous film director. "I could only 
stomach it for five minutes. There is 
not a single country in the world 
which would allow such depravity 
to be broadcast" 

Nevertheless. Miss Hanga re¬ 
mains undaunted. She is already 
planning the next topics for her 
programme, including sex after 70. 
□ Vodka deaths: President Yeltsin 
vowed to combat the producers of 
moonshine vodka, which lulls thou¬ 
sands of Russians each year and 
deprives the state of sorely needed 
revenue.

IN NAIROBI 

TOURISTS hoping fora relax¬ 
ing holiday an Kenya's coast 
are getting more than they 
were led to expect from the 
brochures. A spate of attacks 
by armed raiders has sent 
shockwaves through the luxu¬ 
ry beach resorts that dot the 
coastline. According io local 
tourism officials, the violence 
is likely to continue until 
elections later this year. 

In the latest attack, on 
Thursday, a band of about fit) 
men wielding automatic 
assault rifles descended on a 
coasral village just south of 
Mombasa. In the ensuing 
gun battle, rwo Kenyan civil¬ 
ians were killed and two 
injured. More than 20 shops 
and bars were burnt to the 
ground. The police said that 
by yesterday afternoon they 
had shot dead 10 and arrested 
27 of the guerrillas. 

About oO Kenyans have 
been killed and thousands 
made homeless since mid- 
August when guerrillas at¬ 
tacked a police .station at 
Ukoni. south of Mombasa. 
Then six police officers were 
shot dead. Guns and ammuni¬ 
tion stolen from the station are 
still being used in attacks. 

The targets have mostly 
been Kenyans from the interi¬ 
or, particularly members of 
the Luo ethnic group, who are 
regarded locally as being op¬ 
posed to President Moi and 
his ruling Kami party. It is. 
widely believed the attacks are 
intended by Kanu extremists 
to intimidate opponents before 
the forthcoming poll.

UNDER a eiant golden ham¬ 
mer and Mckle. China's party 
chief Jiang Zemin turned ver¬ 
bal somersaults yesterday as 
he explained at the start of the 
jSth Congress of the Chinese 
Communist Party how even as 
China expanded its tree mar¬ 
kets and moved away from 
stare-run enterprises it re¬ 
mained essentially Marxist. 

In a fW-page report, that 
took two and a half hours to 
read. President Jiang gave a 
brief nod to Mao Zedong’s 
legaev and pledged continued 
support for the late Deng 
Xiaoping's “socialism with 
Chinese'eha racleristics”. _ 

Esiablishine his Marxist 
credentials, the Chinese leader 
said that pracrice proved that 
"Deng Xiaoping Theory", a 
eoiuinuation and development 
of “Mao Zedong Thought", 
was the correct theory guiding 
the people in successfully ac¬ 
complishing their socialist 
modernisation. 


“Deng Xiaoping Theory is 
the Marxism of presently 
China,” he said, “representing 
a new stage of the develop¬ 
ment of Marxism in China.” 
But he said that, in relation to 
the economy: “the quality and 
efficiency of the national econ¬ 
omy as a whole remain fairly 
low. the irrational economic 
structure still poses a rather 
outstanding problem, and es¬ 
pecially part of the state- 
owned enterprises lack vital¬ 
ity" 

In effect, thousands of state- 
owned industries are to be 
“privatised". But a sector of 
the economy still employing 
more than 110 million people 
is going to be radically differ¬ 
ent. though this is a delicate 
matter in China, prone as it is 
to instability, with so many 
already out of work. 

"With the deepening of en¬ 
terprise reforms, technological 
process and readjustment of 
the economic structure, it 


would be hard to avoid the 
flow of personnel and lay¬ 
offs.” he said. The party and 
Government he added, would 
take measures and rely on all 

quarters of society to show 
concern for iaid-off workers, 
help them with their welfare, 
organise job training, and 
open up new avenues of 
employment. 

The President also an¬ 
nounced a massive half mil¬ 
lion reduction in the armed 
forces. "In addition to the 
army reduction by one million 
men in the 1980s, we shall 
reduce the armed forces by 
another 500.000 in the next 
three years." he said. 

Diplomats say that all this is 
going to throw hundreds of 
thousands of younger men on 
to the job market, at a time so 
many other people have al¬ 
ready been laid off. "The 
whole thing is a mammoth 
gamble," said one Western 
envoy.

Calcutta security 
fears over funeral 
of Mother Teresa 

From Christopher Thomas in Calcutta 


CALCUTTA has been over¬ 
run by dignitaries, bureau¬ 
crats, camera crews and 
journalists for today's funeral 
of Mother Teresa, who died 
eight days ago. Every hotel 
and boarding house is packed 
and the telephone system is 
groaning under the strain of 
international calls. Calcutta 
has never had to cope with 
anything like it 

Television companies are in 
fierce competition, although 
they know the death of Moth¬ 
er Teresa will not attract more 
than a fraction of those who 
followed the funeral of Diana. 
Princess of Wales. 

Hie arrival of so many 
dignitaries, including Hillary 
Clinton, John Prescott the 
Queen of Jordan and the 
Duchess of Kent has 
stretched the security services 
to breaking point The Gov¬ 
ernment has block-booked 
hundreds of rooms in five-star 
hotels and sent extra security 
personnel to look after them. 
To ensure their safety the 
dignitaries will travel behind 
the coffin in vehicles, rather 
than on fooL 

Last-minute preparations 
were being made last night at 
the Netaji indoor sports stadi¬ 
um, where the funeral Mass 
will be held. A giant altar, 
44 ft by 23 ft, has lieen erected 


and 50 priests, including car¬ 
dinals and bishops, will take 
parL 

There was confusion last 
night over who would be 
allowed into the stadium, 
which can hold 12.000 people. 

Mother Teresa's niece. Agi, 
is expected to attend. She is 
believed to be the last surviv¬ 
ing close relative of the Alba- 
nian-bom nun. Nine nuns 
with whom Mother Teresa 
founded the Missionaries of 
Charity nearly 50 years ago 
will stand behind the coffin 
on its journey from the stadi¬ 
um to the burial site, along 
with destitutes and leprosy 
patients, 

The decision to bury Moth¬ 
er Teresa in a room in Mother 
House, the headquarters of 
the Missionaries of Charity, 
continues to draw criticism 
because it will prevent free 
public access. The derision 
was taken because of the risk 
that poor people might try to 
break her tomb up and sell 
pieces as souvenirs. There are 
also fears that right-wing 
Hindus, some of whom resent 
the attention given to the 
Christian nun. might dese¬ 
crate the grave. 

India has declared today a 
day of state mourning. Flags 
wiD be flown at half masr on 
government buildings.

T he result is highly enjoy¬ 
able. and characteristical¬ 
ly pithy about his own 
party. Standing in patri¬ 
cian pose on a battlement at 
Salrwood he delivers pronounce¬ 
ments on the paternalistic old toffs 
and propertied grandees, haunted 
by the spectre of the mob. “To be 
brutal and unsympathetic was not 
a drawback in die Tory party of the 
1930s." (During the screening he 
leans over and says wasn’t it a good 
idea to use all the old buffers from 
the 1950s?

I’m not the best person 
to choose to do thaL Anyway, it's 
financial sleaze that's damaging, 
but what they always mean is sex, 
as they simultaneously lick their 
lips and avert their eyes. I’ve 
always taken the view that sex is 
part of everyday life and it is 
embarrassing to isolate it.” 

The collapse of the Tories, and 
Blair's manoeuvring of Labour, 
leaves a gaping terrain in politics. It 
is “too soon" to judge young Hague. 
He thinks there is a spirituality 
about Tony Blair, even if his 
delivery of I Corinthians xiu was 
“pure ham.

In its opening 
moments Ron Daniels's produc¬ 
tion reads you such a sermon on 
the awesomeness ami awfulness of 
war that you wonder if there is any 
point in staging Shakespeare at all. 

As it turns out. there is plenty. 
There is some excellent acting to 
come, not least from Sheen, an 
actor at last justifying (he promise 
of his Peer Gynt three years ago. 
Nor does Daniels proceed to use 
the Bard as a megaphone through 
which to condemn the Falklands 
campaign or the Gulf War. On the 
whole, he allows the play to speak 
for itself — and speak pretty* well. 

Mark you. there were limes 
when Daniels’s mix of the modern 
and the medieval did not quite 
work. A shamefully literal part of 
me asked w*hy. if the English had 
camouflaged themselves in khaki 
flak-jackets, they carried into bat¬ 
tle a vast red-and-hlue standard 
plastered with guld lions and 
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fleurs-de^is? Again, 1 wondered if 
it was right for armoured French 
grandees to go into battle on great 
silver steeds that, thanks to stilts 
below the riders, splendidly 
prance and buck. The point about 
A gin court is that a small weak 
force defeated a big, strong one. 
When the bullets fly round the 
horses here, you are more likely to 
be reminded of the German infan¬ 
try routing the Polish cavalry in 
the Second World War. 

The production is more effective 
when it slides to a single era. as it 
does when a concrete wall covered 
with wire appears, followed by 
East End lowlife in the form of 
Nym. Bardolph and Pistol. With 
their black leathers and garish 
T-shirts they look like a set of 
motorcycle couriers gone to the 
bad; but it is the sleazy fun they 
generate that justifies their 
presence. 

There are fine performances 
from actors in often unnoticed 
roles, but no one upstages Sheen. 
After seeing him at the National in 
a poorish play about the Balkans, 
buzzing round the stage like a bee 
on speed, I had begun to Tear we 
might have overrated him. But his 
Henty is consistently impressive, 
not least because it counterbal¬ 
ances the production’s opening by 
conceding that war can be an adren¬ 
alin that sends the senses soaring.

Nightingale 
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Diana and the 
pursuit of the 
millennium 

Spirituality isn't in decline - only the 
churches, says Damian Thompson 


A s the last millennium ap¬ 
proached. the population of 
Europe was alarmed by the 
sudden deaths of famous people 
and sought release in unexpected 
public displays of emotion. The 
parallel with our own experiences 
might seem suspiciously neat; in 
fact, these are among the few things 
we know for sure abour the run-up 
to the vear 1000. 

There are many legends about 
the year 1000. It is not true that on 
December 31. 999. lords and peas¬ 
ants knelt down in church together 
to await the returning Jesus, nor 
that they let loose their oxen to 
wander through the streets. These 
surreal scenes drifted out of the 
overactive imaginations of 16th- 
century historians. 

Not one contemporary document 
describes apocalyptic panic, a fact 
which has led many authorities 
(especially anti-religious Marxists) 
to insist that the year 1000 was a 
meaningless event. Only a few' 
monks knew the date, runs the 
argument; therefore no one cared. 

But this, too, is a fabrication. 
Medieval men and women may not 
have orientated themselves by the 
modem concept of the date, bur 
“the millennium of Christ's birth, 
life and resurrection", a running 
anniversary which extended from 
1000 to 1033. exerted a vice-like grip 
on their imaginations which they 
were at a loss to explain. And this is 
where the analogy with our own 
day becomes weirdly compelling. 

The chronicles of Ralph Glaber. 
a gossipy I Ith-century Burgundian 
monk, demonstrate that during the 
late 990s. and again just before 
1033. people felt disorientated by 
events. As the year 1000 neared, he 
says, “almost the whole world 
suffered the loss of great men. 
noble laymen and clerics". A comet 
hung in the sky. Fines and plagues 
ravaged Western Europe. 

Then, as the millennium of the 
Resurrection approached, the se¬ 
quence was repeated. Clustered 
around both dates, moreover, were 
strange open-air assemblies in 
southern France in which ordinary 
people effectively forced the aristoc¬ 
racy to sign pledges of good 
behaviour. "The Peace of God". 
Holy banners fluttered as bishops 
raised their staffs to heaven and the 
crowd, palms outstretched, shout¬ 
ed: “Peace' Peace!" 

A new cult of relics appeared, 
and miracles abounded. But there 
was a spooky side to the experience. 
There were reports of Satan wor¬ 
shippers who sacrificed babies — 
rumours very like the "ritual Satan¬ 
ic abuse" scare which recently 
disfigured our own public life, 
Wliat are we to make of this? Is 
this correspondence between the 
990s and the 1990s anything more 
than a coincidence? Interestingly, 
the foremost authority on the year 
1000, Professor Richard Lanes of 
Boston University, believes that the 
connection is both real and pro¬ 
foundly important, and that we 
should prepare ourselves for the 
next few years by looking closely at 
the 1000 and 1033 anniversaries. 

Moreover, this approach has 
acquired a new plausibility in the 
past two weeks. I don’t mean, of 
course, that the unexpected death of 
Diana. Princess of Wales, is part of 
some mysterious re-enactment of 
the 990s. But the ungovernable 
popular reaction to it is powerful 
evidence that Britain is in a state of 
extreme spiritual suggestibility 
which owes much to the proximity 
to a mysterious barrier in time — 
just like 1.000 years ago. 

We often hear these days that 
organised religion in the West is 
declining fast. That is true: all the 
statistics bear it out. But another 


W ith this attitude, it seems 
inevitable that this will be 
the Church of England's 
last millennium, and perhaps its 
last turn of a century. Yet there may 
be — literally — a flicker of hope. 

A few weeks ago. Churches 
Together in England announced 
that they will be manufacturing 25 
million candles to be lit at 1158pm 
on December 31,1999. At the rime l 
thought n was a silly idea which 
wouldn’t catch on. Now I’m not so 
sure. But it will only work if the 
churches abandon their colourless 
services and lead people where they 
wanr to go: into a new imaginative 
landscape of mystery and symbol 
where time itself is sacred. 

A thousand years ago, according 
to Glaber. the passing or the 
millennium was marked by the 
building of a “white mantle of 
churches" across the earth. Some¬ 
thing of that magnitude rmxsl 
happen this rime round. Otherwise 
the churches' millennial candles 
will be snuffed out by the wind.

Blue water 


BUCKET in hand, queueing at a 
tap. stood the Leader of the 
Opposition. Every morning for the 
past week Wee Willie Hague has 
been forced to pad down the street 
as the water supply of the block of 
flats he shares with numerous M PS 
has been contaminated by diesel 
fuel. 

Residents of Dolphin Square, a 
shabby Westminister block, are noi 
happy. "A week ago we received a 
letter" from the maintenance office 
saying the water had been serious¬ 
ly contaminated." says a grumpy 
resident. "We can't even brush our 
teeth.” It appears th3t diesel stored 
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familiar nostrum, that our society 
has become irreversibly secular, 
now seems hopelessly wide of the 
mark. Last week a Leeds University 
survey showed that belief tn telep¬ 
athy. UFOs and ghosts is growing, 
and thar more than 17 million 
people use alternative therapy. Far 
more people believe tn reincarna¬ 
tion than go regularly to church. 
The ancient quest for the supernat¬ 
ural is being conducted with a new 
intensity, even as it has veered 
away from well-trodden Christian 
paths. 

But ‘'alternative" religion or sci¬ 
ence cannot quite fill the void, f 
sense a demand for new rituals 
which is partly directed at the 
Church of England. Last Saturday, 
for once, rhe Church seemed to 
meet that demand. Yet it cannot 
take much of the credit for the 
Princess’s funeral, whose extraordi¬ 
nary rubrics were effectively forced 
on it by the people and extended far 
beyond the Abbey’s doors. 

Diana would have been thrilled: 
to a remarkable degree she personi¬ 
fied this unpredictable public crav¬ 
ing for the numinous, consulting a 
clairvoyant one day and lighting 
candles in a Greek Orthodox 
chapel the next. She communicated 
fluently in the new language of 
symbols which took shape before 
our eyes last week, in which 
flowers, ribbons and candles tran¬ 
scended their everyday functions 
and became the tokens of faith. 

The relationship that all this 
bears to the millennium is complex. 
What is certain, however, is that 
those inchoate spiritual yearnings 
will attach themselves to the great 
anniversary, just as demands for 
constitutional change are already 
doing. So it is vital for Christianity 
that the churches exploit this oppor¬ 
tunity. Unfortunately, they show 
few signs of doing so. For the past 
30 years. Anglicans. Catholics and 
Nonconformists have offered the 
apposite of last Saturday’s funeral: 
drab, formulaic and ugly liturgies 
in which the mystery and beauty of 
holiness are sidelined. 

This lack of imagination extends 
to the millennium. Most leading 
churchmen have either played 
down its significance or come up 
with ludicrously banal schemes for 
marking it One Anglican bishop is 
planning to go to bed and snore his 
way through one of the most 
powerfully symbolic moments in 
the history of Christianity: “It’s all a 
lot of nonsense," he says. 


W hen Bonnie Prince Char¬ 
lie turned bad; at Derby 
in 1745. and began the 
retreat that ended with defeat on 
Culloden Moor, he left behind a 
legacy of self-doubt that has dogged 
the reputation of the Scots ever 
since. It is a strange psychosis for a 
nation of such apparent braggarts, 
but the evidence is persuasive. 

It can be detected in the waste of 
an industrial empire that had once 
straddled the world; in Scotland’s 
failure to develop its own enterprise 
culture; its lukewarm response to 
the 1979 referendum; its seemingly 
endless litany of sporting defeats 
snatched from the jaws of victory. 

This has undermined its very 
claim to nationhood. In 1927 the 
poet Hugh MacDiamiid wrote: 
‘'Scotland is unique among Euro¬ 
pean nations in its failure to 
develop a nationalist sentiment 
strong enough to be a vital factor in 
its affairs." The occasional flexing 
of political muscle in by-elections 
never seemed to come to much. 
Successive governments ques¬ 
tioned whether Scottish voters were 
serious about wanting political 
change. Even the veteran Jim 
Sillars dismissed the Scots as “90- 
minute Nationalists". 

Thus it was that some of us who 
went along to the referendum count

in Edinburgh’s soulless Conference 
Centre on Thursday night did so 
with the kind of sick feeling that 
foreshadows humiliation.

The Royal Academy's new exhibition 
shows why artists need censors

T ▼ and Goethe saw mem¬ 
bers of the Austrian royal family 
coming towards them. Beethoven 
grabbed Goethe by the arm and 
told him to keeping moving 
straight ahead. Goethe refused, 
stepping aside and bowing.

The United Kingdom must now adjust to devolution 


Scotland has spoken and with a roar, not a 
whisper. TTie rest of the country must now 
consider the consequences. Although the 
campaign itself was artificially truncated, 
the arguments have been rehearsed to ex- 
no V h . of ** border.

The margin of the majority means that the 
future parliament has the mandate and 
moral authority to use its power 
The scale of the "yes-yes" campaign's 
triumph will have surprised almost" all 
rammentators in England. Throuehout ihe 
last L*> years opinion polls in Scotland have 
suggested a solid three to one support for 
change. But it was widely assumed — by all 
parties — that those numbers reflected 
Public contempt for the Conservatives rather 
than positive enthusiasm for constitutional 
innovation, ft was thought that Labour’s 
assumption of office in London would tame 
Scnrtish sentiment. Such calculations have 
been proved spectacularly inaccurate. 

The Tories, in particular, should learn a 
lot from this outcome. The tone of their 
opposition was peculiarly unconservative. 
Their case was based almost exclusively on 
legitimate but contestable claims of the 
adverse economic consequences. They ceded 
the entire terrain of national identity and 
local sovereignty to their opponents. No 
alternative to devolution other than the 
status quo was ever offered. This was hardly 
the stance that they would take in the event 
of a plebiscite on a single currency during 
the course of this Parliament. The party of 
subsidiarity within the European Union has 
not well explained why the principle should 
not be applied within Britain. 

The White Paper has been blessed at the 
ballot box bur it must be made much more 
workable. Thar in turn requires enhanced, 
rather than nominal, scrutiny for the final 
legislation. This is essential not to erode but 
to entrench the settled will of the Scottish 
electorate.

A HUMAN MEMORIAL 

A national mood that can be harnessed for the good 


The intense phase of mourning may be over, 
but the nation is still haunted by the death of 
Diana, Princess of Wales. The millions of 
people who watched her funeral, thronged 
the route, signed books of condolence and 
still flock to Kensington Gardens share an 
inchoate desire to reflect in their own lives 
the values which the Princess prized in hers. 
If some of her idealism could be harnessed, 
it could create the most fitting human 
memorial to the life of Diana. 

The Prime Minister should launch a 
national crusade to persuade as many 
individuals and businesses as possible to 
translate that conscience into action. Every¬ 
one should be encouraged to give up just a 
little of their time and energy to voluntary 
work. It could be helping an aged neigh¬ 
bour, offering time to a charitable organis¬ 
ation. or building something new in Diana’s 
memory. 

The projects should have a deadline: open- 
ended commitments could deter people from 
participating. The most natural end-date is 
the millennium, though if people and 
businesses found their voluntary work 
rewarding they might want to continue it. By 
the year 2000, if a substantial proportion of 
the population joined in, ail over the country, 
gardens, playgrounds, bicyle paths and 
clubs could have sprung up. dedicated to the 
Princess. 

The overarching organisation could be the 
Diana, Princess of Wales Memorial Fund, 
which has already raised hundreds of 
millions of pounds in less than a fortnight. It 
could compile lists of organisations seeking 
volunteers, put people in touch with projects, 
and encourage local initiatives with 


seedcom money and business expertise. 
Businesses should respond by lending 
employees, donating materials and offering 
free services. 

Much of the work would be person-to- 
person: perhaps going into a school to help 
children with their reading, delivering 
meals on wheels, becoming a mentor to a 
disaffected teenager or setting up a Saturday 
football chib. But some of the projects could 
be physical too: a piece of wasteland turned 
into a garden, a co-operative shop opened on 
a housing estate staffed by volunteers, or a 
pond dredged. People would decide for 
themselves what would make their locality 
better, and join together to make it happen. 
The Fund would simply offer its imprimatur 
and act as a coordinator where necessary. 

By the end of the century, it could collate 
an enormous record of the activities under¬ 
taken in Diana’s name. Some of the projects 
would continue as a lasting memorial, 
others would remain only in the hearts and 
memories of those who helped and those 
who were helped. 

This is a crusade that would be easy for 
Tony Blair to start The scheme exemplifies 
the values which he wants to project: 
working together for the common good, 
caring for the less fortunate, and matching 
rights with responsibilities. But the effort 
should nonetheless be non-partisan and 
inclusive, corralling as many influential 
people as possible, from pop stars to princes, 
to lend support to the cause. Its only enemies 
are apathy and cynicism: but these are two 
traits that seem miraculously to have 
declined within the nation’s psyche in the 
past two weeks.

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reform is secure but the details demand 
rigorous examination. All of this should be 
done in the most constructive of spirits. 

There is the danger of the devotutionists 
adopting a triumphalisl approach in both 
Cabinet and Parliament.

The White Paper does not simply list those 
functions delegated to Edinburgh bur in¬ 
stead outlines those that will remain with 
Westminster. It is thus a blueprint for the 
entire United Kingdom. The British, or at 
least the English, have historically been 
reluctant to place in statute the allocation of 
political powers. The legislation that the 
House of Commons will consider is as close 
to a constitutional text as our system is likely 
to deliver. It will be the most important Bill 
of its form since the Parliament Act of 1911. 
Until Thursday it might have been possible 
for the rest of the country to treat devolution 
as an exclusively Scottish issue. That time 
has passed. The will of the people is indeed 
the supreme law. The role of Parliament, 
though, has rarely been more important.

Sir. Simon Jenkins ('‘Scotland's tax 
time bomb”. September 10) rightly 
points out that a Scottish parliament 
would haw the power to raise signifi¬ 
cant extra amounts of revenue via 
lucal taxation — principally the busi¬ 
ness rate, council tax and any other 
local taxes that seemed appropriate. 
Now that the "yes. yes" result in the 
referendum is likely to give a Scottish 
parliament the power to raise the 
basic rate of income tax by up to 3p in 
the pound as well, it is clear that it 
could, if so wished, increase the tax 
raised from Scotland by several bil¬ 
lion pounds per annum. Unfortunate¬ 
ly fnr Scotland. England is likely rn 
receive the benefit of this revenue. 

Our company calculates thaT. even 
after allocating for this purpose all the 
North Sea nil fax revenue to Scotland, 
ihe fiscal subsidy given by West¬ 
minster tu Scotland is around LIS bil¬ 
lion per annum. Our calculations are 
based on the latest year for which 
Treasury figures are available, |994- 
95: Ihe subsidy represents the excess of 
net public expenditure in Scotland, as 
compared with tax raised in Scotland. 

It is very unlikely that the English 
predominance at Westminster will be 
prepared to tolerate this subsidy once 
Scotland has its own parliament. Ac¬ 
cordingly. it seems likely that it will be 
progressively withdrawn over (say) a 
fat-year period, on the grounds that 
the Scottish parliament can now raise 
its own revenue and does not need a 
subsidy. 

Assuming that the subsidy was 
withdrawn in equal instalments, the 
money generated by the end of that 
period would be sufficient to cut the 
basic rale of income tax by almost 2p 
in the pound. 

No one seems to have explained to 
the Scottish electorate that the likely 
result of a “yes, yes" vote would be to 
progressively diminish the fiscal sub¬ 
sidy currently enjoyed by Scotland, 
bur it appears inevitable that the Eng¬ 
lish majority at Westminster will now 
ensure that this happens.

Sir. You report (“A touch of glass for 
the millennium". September S) that 
planning permission is expected for a 
modem Crystal palace later this 
month. Not so. The Secretary of State 
for the Environment has forbidden 
Bromley Council from deriding the 
application until he has considered 
whether in hold a public inquiry and 
make the derision himself. He is right 
to do so. 

The plans involve saddling Crystal 
Palace Park, the most important 
green open space in southeast Lon¬ 
don. with a 20-screen. 4.000-seat, mul¬ 
tiplex cinema, with nine restaurants, 
probably a bowling alley, and park¬ 
ing for 1.100 cars on the roof. This 
hard commercial use will sit at the 
highesi point of the park, urbanising 
it and dominating its setting. 

The develupers intend to drive a 
road through the park, which is both 
Grade II* listed and a conservation 
area. The site is also metropolitan 
open land, protected by the Govern¬ 
ment's strategic guidance for London, 
which states: 

Land of this importance should not be used 
fur developments which compromise its 
open character and value to London's green 
setting. 

There has been widespread public 
disquiet. At a recent public meeting, 
all but nine of the 500 attending voted 
to condemn the proposals. A petition 
has been signed by 5.000 local people. 
Croydon and Southwark councils, 
which also abut the park, have for¬ 
mally objected to the scheme. English 
Heritage has written to express its 
“strong opposition" to the access road, 
which would cause “unacceptable en¬ 
vironmental harm within the park". 

Bromley Council is in a position of 
conflict as vendor of the land, promo¬ 
ter of the scheme and adjudicating 
planning authority. Its intentions are 
benign, to reinvesr the E6 million sale 
proceeds into other schemes within 
the locality. But having regard to the 
level of public concern, the strategic 
impor-tance of the park, and the 
interest of the local planning author¬ 
ity.

Black radishes at autumn show

A BLACK radish, an aubergine 
resembling a purple banana, and 
black-leaved coleus are some of the 
more unusual exhibit at the 
Harrogate Autumn Flower Show. 

The radish “Black Spanish" is 
one of a large collection of root 
vegetables from Leeds City Coun¬ 
cil and Gardening Which?, grown 
and staged by Joe Maiden. 

Thedispiay includes many more 
radishes. 14 different beetroot, 
including white, pink, red-striped 
and orange, and more con¬ 
ventional root vegetables, totalling 
more than 100 different kinds. 

Harlow Carr Botanical Gar¬ 
dens. of Harrogate. North York¬ 
shire. have included the unusual 
aubergine, named “Ping Tung 
Long" in a comprehensive collec¬ 
tion of culinary and ornamental 
peppers and aubergines. The dis¬ 
play, which is highly decorative, 
also includes hot chilli peppers and 
aubergine “Oba" with white egg- 
shaped fruits. 

The black-leaved coleus “Black 
Prince" is one or a large collection 
of named cultivars of coleus staged 


by Temple new sam Park. Leeds. 

Some have been grown as 
standards (like small mop-headed 
trees) and columns, others in 
hanging baskets and. more con¬ 
ventionally. a« bushes. Unusual 
colours abound, such as yellow 
leaved "Lemon Drop - and orange 
‘Winter Sun". 

The show, which opened yes¬ 
terday. is strong on vegetables and 
fruits. W. Robinson and Sons, of 
Fulton. Lancashire, have staged a 
colourful display of vegetables 
which indues one of the newest red 
onions “Red Baron", a cuJtivar 
especially favoured for cooking 
because of its small size.

been sold on the strength of their 
imminent farewell, that this had been a 
“misunderstanding"). 

On Saturday night this elderly group 
delivered 24 songs in two hours with 
polish, panache and evident enjoyment. 
Only once or twice was there a sugges¬ 
tion that Pete Townshend. whose devil¬ 
ment is born nut of an honest self- 
dissatisfaction. might wish tu send the 
group hurtling off the rails. In general 
the performance was as compact and 
unsurprising as their early shows were 
erratic and electrifying. 

The highlights of any show by The 


Who, therefore, are likely to be provided 
by the old songs. This rime they included 
“Suhsrifute", “I Can7 Explain” and rhe 
under-regarded “Naked Eye" which has 
some of his most moving lines. More 
recent material such as the inflated 
“Sister Disco” and the rowdy new “Cry if 
You W'ant” sounds tame by comparison. 

Townshend probably knows this: Rog¬ 
er Daltrey the singer who has acted as 
his mouthpiece for almost two decades 
probably does noL 

Nonetheless it was impossible neither 
to feel a tug when the house lights went 
up during the inevitable medley’ from 
Tommy, nor to be wanned by the triptych 
of encores which included “Shaky All 
Over". "Twist and Shorn"(with a raging 
vocal treatment by John Entwistle and 
“Summertime Blues". The latter, an 
Eddie Cochran song whose words and 
music played a vital role in shaping 
Townshend’s cumposirional style, was a 
particularly appropriate choice,- outside 
there was an autumnal nip in the West 
Midlands air.

SERGE PERETTI 


Serge Pereni. ballet 
dancer and teacher, died 
in Paris on August 20 
aged 92. He was bom in 
\ rnice on January 28. 

I90S. 

I»)K well over half a century 
s y r 5 c IVretti served the Ballet 
“J ! he Paris Opera, first as une 
Ms finest dancers, then as u 
teaclier of distinction. • 

Hie most surprising thing 
ahnm Pereni* career‘is that 
his dancing days were at their 
jxrak ^luring the 1030s, when 
b'eryc Lifar was ballet master 
ni the Paris Opera and himself 
danced in most of the ballets. 
Vet FVreiti w«* not eclipsed by 

his buss. 

''"iiit commentators insist¬ 
ed that Peretri had the stron¬ 
ger technique, and he was 
■dmn-.t universally praised for 
liis more graceful manner. 
Ituris Kivhno. in his history. 
Lc Ballet en France . remarked 
that in the many ballets he 
created starring both of them. 
I.ifar entrusted to R.*retli “the 
roles appropriate to display 
his technique, hi.s elegance, his 
style, while directing his own 
roles towards athleticism and 
character* - . 

Peretti was already in place 
when Lifar joined the Operj in 
1929 following the death of 
Serge Diaghilev. whose last 


great discovery he had been. 
Li far’s debut as both dancer 
and choreographer was on the 
Beethoven Creatures of Pro- 
metheus. Lifar played Prutne- 
theus with Peretii and the 
illustrious Russian ballerina 
Olga Spessivtseva as the man 
and wuman he creates. 

Asa child, Peretli was left by 
his unmarried lb-year-old 
mother to be brought up in 
Milan hy his grandmother 
and an aunt. It was. apparent¬ 
ly. a bohemian, artistic house¬ 
hold and the hoy had already 
begun to paint before deciding 
at 12 that he wanted to dance. 
Applying to tlic school of the 
Paris Opera, he found that he 
was beyond the statutory age 
for entry but managed to get 
himself accepted. 

Six years later, in 1923. 
PCretri made his debut us 
Alfred in the premiere of La 
Vim ensorcclcc. starring the 
reigning ballerina Curlotta 
Zambelli. with scenario and 
designs by Leon BaJ^t. Soon 
followed a role as Celestial 
Vision in 1st nr. mounted fur 
the legendary mon sire sucre 
Ida Rubinstein: also a pcirt 
made for him by Bronislava 
Nijinska. pannering Spessivt- 
seva in Le* Rencontres. 

By the time Lifar arrived as 
bullet master. Pereni had 
played Durkun in Fokine’s 


Daphnis and Chtoe and 
danced several other roles 
made for him by Albert 
Aveline. Leu Staats and Nicola 
Guerra, the regular house 
choreographers, and by the 
Swedish ballerina Carina Ari. 
who danced with him. Then 
all through the Hurries and 
during the Second World War 
Pereni hud leading roles in 
many new productions. 

Among the more important 
were Li far’s Sulade, Bolero. 
Le Chevalier et la Damoiselle. 
Joan dc Zarissa and Guignol 
et Pandore; Aveline - * La Grisi 
and Elvira: Ivan Clusrine* 
production of La Peri : and 
revivals of Les Deux Pigeons, 
La Korrigane. Namouna and 
IajHj’s Lc Triumphs tie 
l'Amour: He partnered all the 
ballerinas in turn, from 
Camille Bos and Suzanne 
Lorcia to Lycette Darsonvnl 
and Yvette Chauvire. In |M4I 
Pereni became the first man u> 
he given the rank and privi¬ 
leges of an tooilc or star 
dancer, a title previously re¬ 
served fur the ballerinas. 

After the war Lifar was 
temporarily expclkd from the 
Opera on unproved allega¬ 
tions of collaboration. Peretli 
was made acting ballet master 
and created the only new 
ballet premiered in that per¬ 
iod. L'Appel dc la Montagna, 
to music by Honegger, star¬ 
ring Chauvire and himself. 
However, amid the disputes 
surrounding Lifar. Pereni de¬ 
cided to withdraw and under¬ 
took a long South American 
tour with a group of col¬ 
leagues. Returning to Paris in 
1948, he began teaching the 
boys at (he Opera's bailer 
school. 

Serge Peretti* only appear¬ 
ances in London were made 
heading the bill for a week of 
“Stars of the Dance", at the 
Princes (now Shaftesbury) 
Theatre in August 1949. He 
and the ballerina Nina 
Vyroubova made an impres¬ 
sion. especially in a Chopin 
Ballade of which Pereni was 
joint choreographer, in spite of 
poor musical and decorative 
presentation. 

For a time Peretti ran his 
own school in Paris before 
returning to the Opera as 
teacher of the tootles. Even 
after his retirement from 
dancing, occasional guest per : 
formances — as Dr Coppell us. 
or the Showman in Petrushka 
— served as a reminder of his 
gifts. Happily, a documentary 
film about him was completed 
shortly before his death, with 
archive shots of his past 
dancing and a sequence of 
him coaching several of his 
former pupils. 

Peretti never married. 




Emii (Bus) Mosbacher. 
American yachtsman, 
died on August 13 aged 
75. He was bom on April 
1.1022. 

T he winner of the 
America’s Cup in I0fi2 
and l‘Mi7. Bus 
Moshacher was one 
of America's finest postwar 
yachtsmen. His skill at the 
helm anil ladies on ihe race- 
course almost certainly saved 
(lie New York Yacht Club and 
its defender Weatherly from 
losing the America's Cup io 
Australia in 19ft2. 

On that occasion, in addi¬ 
tion In liis aggressive and 
sometimes wily tactics, his 
irun-fisted rule over his crew 
and awesome attention to 
detail slaved off a superior 
challenge from Jock Sturruck's 
faster Australian challenger 
Grciel, owned by the news¬ 
paper tycoon Sir Frank Pack¬ 
er: no one was to get close 
again until Alan Bond and his 
Australia II crew finally wrest¬ 
ed the famous trophy away 
from the American club for the 
first time. 21 years later. 

Mosbacher, only the second 
Jewish member fo be elected to 
the staunchly conservative 
New York Yacht Club, was 
invited to join specifically to 
defend the Cup against what 
was known from the start to be 
a strong Australian challenge; 
he was drawn back to Gght off 
a second Australian challenge 
in 1967. This he did on his own 
terms, playing a key role in 
drawing up the rig and layout 
of the radically designed In¬ 
trepid. His crew trounced Jock 
Sturruck's Dame Pattie 
(which was nicknamed 
“Damned Pity”) 4-0. 

A lifelong sailor, Mosbacher 
laier organised several spec¬ 
tacular tall ship events in New 
York, starting with a 200- 
strong fleet that assembled for 
Operation Sail in 1976 and 
again ten years later to cele- 
brate the 100th anniversary of 
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BUS MOSBACHER

the Statue of Liberty. He 
oversaw a third gathering of 
sail in 1992 to mark the 500th 
anniversary of Christopher 
Columbus's discovery of the 
New World. 

Mosbacher was Chief of 
Protocol during the tricky 
years of the Nixon Adminis¬ 
tration from 1969 to 1972. and 
a year later Nelson Rockefeller 
appointed him to head the 
New York State Racing and 
Wagering Board at a $75,000 
annual salary — a level of 
remuneration that was exceed¬ 
ed in US public service only by 
the President and the Gover¬ 
nor of New York State. 

For Mosbacher, the money 
was unimportant. The son of a 
Wall Street broker who had 
die foresight to sell his stock 
just before the 1929 crash, he 
was a multi-millionaire in his 
own right, having inherited 
his father* real estate, oil and 
gas empire. His salary was an 
issue for the voters though, 
and this, coupled with his lack 
of experience in the horse 
raring world, caused consider¬ 
able controversy in the 1974 
gubernatorial election, and led 
to his resignation. 

His nickname “Bus" was 
short for "Buster", a label 
given to him at birth by a 
hospital nurse. Sailing came 
shortly after. His father put 


him in a dinghy at five and he 
was given his first boat, a Star 
class Olympic keel boar at the 
age of nine. By the rime he was 
14 he had won the Midget 
championship and two years 
later sailed to victory in the US 
national championship. 

His father was something of 
a taskmaster who wanted 
nothing but success for his son 
and this undoubtedly shaped 
young Mosbacher* will to 
win. At the time of his first 
national victory. Mosbacher 
senior said of his son: “The 
thing that made me mad was 
his extreme conservatism — 
especially with money. 1 re¬ 
member once he was racing in 
the Star, class during 
Manhasset Race Week. I went 
down to the dock to check our 
the boat and noticed that his 
sheets were frayed. He had 
never even mentioned it to me. 
Hell. 1 would have been glad 
to replace them. I got so mad f 
slashed the sails." 

After graduating from Dart¬ 
mouth College in 1943 Bus 
Mosbacher enlisted in the US 
Navy and after the war joined 
his father to help to manage 
the family fortune. He did not 
return to sailing until 1949 
when he found instant success 
in the highly competitive Inter¬ 
national One Design class, 
winning the championships 


for eight years in succession. 
Sailing a six metre, he also 
won the British-American Cup 
in the Solent. 

By 195S he was generally 
acknowledged as the best 
small-boat skipper in the US. 
and won the job of steering 
John Matthews* 12-metre 
Vim. the slowest boat in that 
year's America* Cup defence 
trials. Remarkably. Mos- 
bacher's mastery of match rac¬ 
ing almost carried her to 
victory. He did it by harassing 
his opponents during the pre¬ 
starts. tailing them so closely 
that they' could neither tack 
nor gybe. These tactics, once 
regarded as ungentlemanly. 
are now accepted at all levels 
of match raring. Explaining 
this aggressiveness. 
Mosbacher once said: “In 
match raring, the idea is to 
find your opponent* Achilles* 
heel — then sink your teeth 
into it!" 

In 1962he skippered Weath¬ 
erly through the Cup trials to 
defend against the vastly supe¬ 
rior Australian challenger, 
Greiel. The Australian beat 
won the first race after a large 
wave helped her crew to surf 
ahead at a crucial stage, but as 
Time magazine put it: “What 
Bus did to Jock Slurrock in the 
four races that won Weatherly 
the Cup should not have 


happened to a kangaroo.” 

Instead of using his normal 
brute force and intimidating 
tactics. Mosbacher employed 
great guile. When Greiel 
looked certain to sail past in 
another race, he called for a 
spinnaker change. There was 
no need for it. but the Austra¬ 
lians assumed there was and 
followed suit, and the result¬ 
ing loss of speed cost them the 
race, in another close encoun¬ 
ter. ■ Mosbacher noticed that 
whenever Sturrock was about 
to change course, he grabbed 
the bottom of Gretel'l wheel, 
yet whenever he faked the 
move, his hands never left the 
sides. As a result, the Ameri¬ 
cans ignored the false moves 
and simply sailed away to win 
the series 4-1. 

After retaining the Cup. he 
said “never again" and stuck 
to his word during the next 
series in 1964. But he was 
finally drawn back by the 
promise from the Philadelphia 
banker William Strawbridge 
that Mosbacher could have 
the final say with everything to 
do with the Intrepid challenge. 
The Australian challenger 
Dame Patty was no match 
and Intrepid sailed away to 
win the Cup 40. 

Bus Mosbacher is survived 
by his wife Patricia, and three 
sons. 



1 PHILIP VELLACOTT 



Philip VeUacott 
schoolmaster and 
translator, died on 
August 24 aged 
90. He was born on 
January 16,1907. 




LOVE of Greek literature 
brought Philip Vellacott dis¬ 
tinction in two fields. He was a 
fine teacher, exercising a clas¬ 
sical rigour overstaff and boys 
at Dulwich College, and a 
nored Translator of many' of 
the plays of Ancient Greece. 

Philip Humphrey Vellacott 
was a scholar of St Paul* 
School before going up ro 
Magdalene College. Cam¬ 
bridge. where he was taught 
by Stanley Vemon-Jones and 
rook a first in both parts of the 
Classical Tripos. For three 
years he taught at Westmin¬ 


ster College. Cambridge, 
where Presbyterian (now Uni¬ 
ted Reform«1 Church) minis¬ 
ters are trained; he became 
resident tutor there in his third 
year. After spells lecturing at 
Liverpool University and 
teaching at the Royal School. 
Dungannon, and Stockport 
Grammar School, he joined 
the staff of Dulwich College in 
September 1942. There he 
remained for 25 years, until 
his retirement. 

He was an outstanding 
teacher of Classics, particular¬ 
ly Greek, and was also the 
complete schoolmaster. There 
was about him an aura of 
scholarship befitting the wear¬ 
er of a distinctive ragged gown 
(which gradually turned green 
over the years), and his search¬ 
ing eyes could shame com¬ 


mon-room colleagues into 
thinking harder than they had 
for years about an argument 
in Plato, a choral ode in 
Oedipus or the meanings of a 
line of King Lear. 

He was a wise and kindly 
form master, and a stickler for 
detail f*My name is Vellacott: 
two 1* and two t’s"). He once 
set his upper sixth to translate 
the English version of a piece 
from Isocrates inro Greek. 
One boy recognised the 
source, and submined the 
original. Vellacott made a few 
corrections and awarded ir 
eight out of ten. 

He founded the Attic Play¬ 
ers. u mixed group from the 
college and his friends who for 
twenty years performed the 
classics of Greek drama in the 
original language. He also 



regularly produced the school 
play, in which he so steeped 
himself that on one occasion 
he was able, nr a few hours* 
notice, to take over the part of 
one of the principal actors, 
who had been struck down by 
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flu. His knowledge of Shake¬ 
speare was remarkable. In 
1963 he was elected the first 
president of the common 
room, in recognition of his 
unquestioned authority and 
reasonableness in all clashes 
between young and old on 
questions of discipline or good 
taste. 

Vel lacorr was rhe author of a 
school textbook. Ordinary 
Latin, but it was as the trans¬ 
lator of many of the texts from 
the Classics for Penguin that 
he won an international reput¬ 
ation. He translated The Ores- 
teia for the BBC in 1956. and ii 
was subsequently published 
as a Penguin with enormous 
success. 

For twenty years he worked 
on further translations for the 
BBC producer Raymond 
Raikes. who also broadcast 
Vellacott* own plays and 
talks. The translations became 
important and highly regard¬ 
ed features of Betty Rad ice’s 
extensive Classics list For Pen¬ 
guin. and eventually included 
the whole of Aeschylus and all 
17 plays of Euripides. These 
are still in print, and will 
remain available even as fresh 
translations are published. 

Vellacott also wrote studies 
of each of the three Attic 
tragedians whose work sur¬ 
vives, drawing upon his long 
and close involvement with 
their texts, and lectured on the 
Greeks regularly in the United 
States. He was Visiting Profes¬ 
sor of Classics at Santa Cruz 
University in California. 

He continued to work until 
well over SO. and was always 
able to illustrate his points 
with simple examples. “How 
ridiculous." he once said, “that 
the notice reads ’Use the foot¬ 
bridge to cross the line’. It 
should, of course, read To 
cross the line, use the foot¬ 
bridge’." Such fastidiousness 
h’as its rewards: Vellacott 
could take delight, for in¬ 
stance. in the unfailing logic of 
Cicero* word order. 

No walker could keep pace 
with him without running two 
or three steps in every ten. 
whether along Dulwich Com¬ 
mon or Dn Snowdon, where he 
was usually to be found on 
New Year* Day. He was an 
accomplished pianist. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Nantty, whom he married in 
1939. and by two sons (one 
adupted) and two daughters. 


MILESTONES 


Mother Teresa, Roman 
Catholic Missionary, died 
on September 5 aged 87. 
She was born in Albania 
on August 27,1910. 

On a train journey to Darjee¬ 
ling in 1946, Mother Teresa, 
then Principal of St Maty* 
School in a rich area of Cal¬ 
cutta, received what she de¬ 
scribed as “the call within a 
call”, which led her to work 
for the rest of her life with the 
very poorest of people. In 
1949 her first ten followers 
formed the Missionaries of 
Charity, and three years 
later they opened a religious 
home for dying destitutes. 



Eventually, those helping 
with this work were to 
number tens of thousands 
from more than 40 coun¬ 
tries. In 1979 she won the 
Nobel Peace Prize and re¬ 
newed her calls for the 
outlawing of abortion. Her 
emphasis on contemplation 
and prayer rather than diag¬ 
nosis was controversial, but 
she was widely regarded as a 
“living saint". 

Obituary published on Sep¬ 
tember 6 (most editions). 

Jeffrey Bernard, 
journalist and eponymous 
hero of a West End hit, 
died on September 4 aged 
65. He was born on May 
27.1932. 

A lover of smoking, drink¬ 
ing. gambling and women, 
Jeffrey Bernard lived most of 
his life in Soho, indulging in 
all four. In the 1960s he 
began writing about racing, 
and worked lor Private Eye 
and The Sporting Life. Bui it 
was “Low Life", his column 


in The Spectator, later 
described as “a suicide note 
in instalments”, that 
brought him fame. In 1989, 
his friend Keith Waterhouse 
had a West End hit with a 
dramatic entertainment 
named after the line often 
printed by 77ie Spectator. 
“Jeffrey Bernard is Unwell". 

Obituary published on

Sir Georg Solti, KBE, 
conductor, died on holiday 
in (he South of France 
on September 5 aged 84. 

He was born in 
Budapest on October 21, 
1912. 

Bom Gyuri Stem to a closely 
knit Jewish Hungarian fam¬ 
ily in Budapest, Georg Solti 
studied under Bartok, 
Dohninyi and Kodaly. 
After work as a repetiteur 
with Toscanini in 1937, he 
was asked to conduct Figaro 
in Budapest That evening 
the Nazis marched into Aus¬ 
tria. Solti left abruptly for 
Switzerland. After the war 
he became music director in 
Munich, conducting Der 
Rosenkavalier in Richard 
Strauss* presence. He re¬ 
corded an acclaimed Ring 
cycle. He spent the 1960s as 
music director at the Royal 
Opera House. Covent Gar¬ 
den. He then took the Chica¬ 
go Symphony Orchestra to 
heights unrivalled in Ameri¬ 
ca, and worked with the 
London Philharmonic.

Professor H.J. 

Eysenck, former Professor 
of Psychology at the 
University of London 
Institute of Psychiatry, 
died on September 4 aged 
SI. He was boro on 
March 4,1916. 

Hans Eysenck was the most 
prolific writer on psychology 
of his era. A refugee from the 
Nazis, he was later attacked 
for his work Dn IQ and the 
importance of genes in the 
formation of character, 
which was forever to over¬ 
shadow his wide range of 
orher inquiries.

Disappointing earnings 
from Shell's chemical business¬ 
es marred the oil group’s half- 
year resutts, with chemical 
earnings outside the US down 
3S per cent in the second 
quarter. A drive to refocus 
chemicals and improve perfor¬ 
mance led to the sale of the fine 
chemicals businesses to In spec 
but a quarter of Shell's chemi¬ 
cals businesses are thought to 
be underperforming. 

Gordon Gray, oil analyst at 
Salomon Brothers, said Shell, 
among the oil majors, has the 
highest proportion of its assets 
in petrochemicals. “In our view 
they would be well served by 
gearing up the balance sheet 
The question is whether the $2 
billion of capital is put to good 
use, and in chemicals Montell 
is probably the area that has 
the best potential of all."

THE banks are poised to re¬ 
turn to the commercial proper¬ 
ty market with a net £6 billion 
addition to their real estate 
loan books over the next two 
years.

Phillis quits BBC for Guardian Media

BOB PHILLIS has resigned as 
deputy director-general of the BBC 
and chief executive of BBC World¬ 
wide. its commercial arm. to become 
chief executive of the Guardian 
Media Group, parent of The Guard¬ 
ian and Observer newspapers. 

Mr Phillis said yesterday he was 
leaving the BBC “because he had 
been offered a v«y good and 
exciting job". He told BBC gover¬ 


nors of his decision on Thursday. 
The number two at the BBC was 
responsible for implementing the 
Corporation’s new commercial strat¬ 
egy — a strategy that has led to the 
privatisation of BBC transmitters 
and to a number of potentially 
lucrative joint ventures. 

However, there were tensions at 
the top of the BBC with John Birt 
the Director-General. When a radi¬ 
cal restructuring was planned last 
year Mr Phillis was informed only 
AS hours before it was publicly 


announced and he was not involved 
in the process. Relations between the 
rwo were polite rather than close. 

it is dear that Mr Phillis, who 
began his working life as an appren¬ 
tice printer before going to Notting¬ 
ham University, would have liked to 
become the next Director-General of 
the BBC. Thai became less likely 
when Sir Christopher Bland became 
chairman of the BBC and Mr Birt’s 
contract was extended by four years. 

Mr Phillis, who will leave the BBC 
in November after five years, must 


have found (he prospect of being in 
charge of an expanding media group 
preferable to being an uncomfort¬ 
able number two at the BBC. The 
BBC said yesterday a new chief 
executive of BBC Worldwide would 
be appointed after Mr Phillis's 
departure, but there were “no plans 
at present to appoint a deputy 
d i rector-genera I".

He spent his week finalising details 
uf die campaign while talking to journal¬ 
ists about what be aims to achieve at 
CW;C He has also spent a large amount 
of lime preparing to explain his plans to 
the City, which has been sceptical about 
j the performance nf the cable tndusin . 

As he talked on Wednesday about the 
future of cahle and the difficulties of integ¬ 
rating four companies (Mercury Comm¬ 
unications. Nynex, Bell Cableniedia and 
Videoiron) to form CWC with a turnover 
of £2 billion. Wallace was on call for a 
main hoard meeting at Cable & Wireless’s 
headquarters in London s Hofborn near 
by. Some new projects that he wanted to 
fund w-cre on the agenda. But mustly this 
week his mind was on the campaign that 
could be launched only once the corporate 
integration was complete. 

“You couldn’t just drop those names 
that customers were familiar wiih with¬ 
out replacing them with something boner. 
The hrand we are using with customers is 
Cable & Wireless.” says Wallace who took 
un the job of creating CWC from its 
constituent parts after, most recently, run¬ 
ning Granada's television rental division 
and then its restaurants and services. Last 
year, before the approach for the CWC 
job. Wallace was also involved in integrat¬ 
ing Forte’s hotel and catering interests 
with Granada's. Integration is obviously 
a speciality. In 1990 as a Granada 
representative on the board of British 
Satellite Broadcasting Wallace was close¬ 
ly involved in the merger with Sky. 

The Granada experience of maintain- 
. ing high levels of service to customers on a 
continuous basis is now informing his 
new career in cable, an industry which 
has been criticised in the past for poor 
service and marketing. 

“I think it's fair to say without giving 
any confidences away that there is a lot to 
do. But that’s great. It’s no good coming to 
a company where everything runs bril- 
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Grahanm Wallace says the campaign aims to convey the theme that CWC focuses on the customer, talks to the customer and listens to the customer 


linntly. Where the hell du you go? 1 don't 
think even its staunchest allies would 
claim that in marketing and service the 
cable industry has been that brilliant." 
said Wallace, who is noted fur his 
openness and enthusiasm. 

He studied engineering at Imperial 
College London, but was not enamoured 
with engineering rates of pay and quickly 
headed'towards finance. 

The -tS-year-old Wallace is now firmly 
applying his service industry experience 
to cable. “I consider being focused on the 
customer as the most important thing we 
do. It’s second nature to me.” he said. It is 
that approach that has informed the 
advertising campaign — slogan: “What 


can we do for you?' — and an accompany¬ 
ing .survey that is claimed as the largest 
ever into the way the British communicate 
at home, at work and at leisure. 

Tlte survey will go to at least 1.5 million 
home*, or six million people, in (he first 
wave, but the entire country is going to be 
asked to respond to the TV. poster and 
print campaigns. 

Quite apart from the cable industry. 
Wallace believes that it is revolutionary 
for telecommunications companies to 
consult the public in such a detailed way. 

The survey consists of 30 multiple 
choice questions, ranging from whether 
respondents would like to be a "home con¬ 
testant” on quiz programmes such as Fif¬ 


teen To One or Family Fortunes to 
whether they would break up an affair 
with someone on the telephone. 

Slightly more seriously, consumers will 
be usked what they want communications 
technology to do for them in future. “The 
campaign is about building the brand but 
also gening over the theme that we focus 
on the customer, that we talk to the cust¬ 
omer and we listen to the customer," said 
Wallace, who will soon set out with senior 
colleagues on a second tour of hts empire, 
which ranges from London and Leeds to 
Manchester and Southampton, to visit all 
12.000 CWC staff. 

Wallace insists rhat notice will be taken 
of the survey's results. "We do have 


choices on w hat products we develop, par¬ 
ticularly in the digital era.” he said. The 
future of channels that come out badly in 
the survey could be reviewed. He is 
conscious of the scale of the challenge that 
he faces and is wary of setting public targ¬ 
ets with rime limits attached for his cable 
network. “One of the issues people have 
not properly taken account of is that we 
are still building the network. We are just 
over half-built and we will be fully huilt 
out by (lieyear 2001,“ Wallace added. 

CWC has six million homes in the UK 
under franchises and its cable network at 
the moment reaches about three million 
homes. Of those, about 600.000. or 20 per 
cent, subscribe — two percentage points

below the industry average. The long¬ 
term target is tu lift the percentage of 
subscribers tu mure than 35 per cent. But 
Wallace concede* that this is unlikely to 
happen before the network is complete. 

At the moment •At per cent of CWCs 
revenues come from telecommunications, 
but provision uf television channels will 
remain an integral pan of the package. 
Indeed, the CWC chief executive argues, 
what makes cable unique is that it can 
offer consumers :t complete communica¬ 
nt ms package — iclccommunicaiinns. TV 
channels and the Internet and other 
interactive services. 

Even among cable companies Graham 
Wail ace believes that CWC is in a unique 
position. Wiih Cable & Wireless, a global 
telecoms player as a parent. VVallace 
belicves that the cable subsidiary can 
count on continuing investment and long¬ 
term support. Tclewcsl. the second- 
largest cable company in the UK. has 
recently cut buck its level of investment. 

Underlying the scale of CWCs invest¬ 
ment is the importance that Cahle & 
Wireless attaches to developing "the local 
loop", die final link into the home, to 
connect to its national and intern annual 
telephone nctw orks. "At the end of the day 
we are different. That's the reality. We are 
an integrated communications compa¬ 
ny." said Wallace, u ho like* to watch Tott¬ 
enham Hotspur when he can get away 
from the communications revolution. 

Football, and how it enn be provided In 
viewers, is also one of his professional 
preoccupations. This week the papers 
carried new*, that CWC is in talks with 
Leeds L'nited about running a TV channel 
dedicated to the club in its Leeds cable 
franchise area. Wallace does not deny the 
reports. If such a thing goes, it will begin 
as a modest affair devoted to interviews 
with players and fossihly clips from old 
matches. Live pay-per-view football is still 
some way off, although the merchandis¬ 
ing possibilities are already attracting 
attention. 

CWC has, however, been in talks on a 
pay-per-view movie service with British 
Sky Bruadcasting. the satellite venture in 
which News International, owner of The 
Times . has a -10 per cent stake. 

“We are talking to BSkyB and we are 
also talking to other suppliers. A deal is 
not done yet. We are in detailed discus¬ 
sions.” said Wallace, who is also prepar¬ 
ing to launch up to 200 channels of digital 
cahle. Technically CWC could do it now. 
The company has already found out it can 
feed all tiie channels from a single play- 
out centre to all its franchises. The reality 
is that CWC will be happy to match 
BSkyB. which says it is launching its 
digital satellite service next spring. 

In the meantime CWC is joining other 
cable companies such as NTL which was 
known as CableTel until recently, in 
putting together relatively inexpensive 
packages that include a telephone line 
and a small number of basic television 
channels, including Channel 5. 

CWC has recently launched a package 
at £11.99 a month, and so far Wallace be¬ 
lieves that the response has been “very 
positive”. Tlie aim is to offer viewers 
greater flexibility in what they choose to 
buy. There is growing evidence that con¬ 
sumers do not like being forced to buy 
targe packages of channels, including 
channels they do not want to watch. 

The new stripped-down packages, com¬ 
plete with a cable telephone, will increase 
the competitive pressure on BT. 

And after CWCs initial £50 million 
advertising campaign, Wallace is pre¬ 
pared to spend as much again to reinforce 
the message to consumers.

having spent five years tidy¬ 
ing up the wreckage of 
companies such as Canary 
Wharf. Imry and Spey hawk. 
Loan officers have therefore 
shunned property: even as¬ 
suming they could spot an 
investment opportunity, they 
face a board of directors 
whose adjective fingers still 
bear the scars. 

While our banks and fund 
managers sniffed at real 
estate, those abroad hunted 
for bargains. Over the last 
three years the biggest inves¬ 


tors have been foreign, in 
particular German, property 
funds and banks. These will 
have done spectacularly 
well, snapping up Cip( office 
blocks on doubleKligit yields 
which have now fallen to 7 
per cent and below. Stiff, our 
brave bankers reckon that all 
is not lost and are now ready 
to lend again, just as interest 
rate margins are narrowing 


and the property developers 
are getting the upper Band; 

Another bust is probably 
not imminent — strong ten-, 
ant demand and few specu¬ 
lative developments should 

lead to scarcity and soaring 
rents. Thanks to our fright¬ 
ened bankers who never 
lend in a downturn we are 
headed for another spin on 
the property rollercoaster. ■-

Shell 


SHELL has found a home for 
$2 billion, although a great 
many shareholders probably 
reckon that they could find a 
better use for the money than 
petrochemical plants. Even 
after the cheque payable to 
Montedison is cashed, this 
remains a hugely overcap¬ 
italised oil company, at a 
time when returns from its 
upstream oil exploration 
business are rising sharply. 

Still, it is unfair to reject the 
polypropylene investment 
Full control of MontelJ offers 
Shell the chance to raise the 
return on fixed assets, which 
analysts reckon was as low as 
7 per cent last year. Polypro¬ 
pylene is a growing market 
and after the deal Shell will 
be the leading producer 
worldwide. Even more inter¬ 
esting is yesterday's further 
evidence of the gradual 
centralisation of command at 
Shell. In future, chemicals 
strategy will be directed from 
a small team at the top, 
leaving little room for Shell’s 


local companies to embark 
on wild goose chases. 

Yesterday's peevish reac¬ 
tion to the Mon tell invest¬ 
ment in part stems from 
disappointment about the 
dividend. There is no obvious 
solution to Shell’s problem 
with share buybacks, which 
are penalised by the Dutch 
tax system. A higher payout 
ratio is. however, likely and 
investors would be unwise to 
abandon Shell when it is 
showing signs of change. 


BICC 


iT IS a measure, of the ner¬ 
vousness which surrounds 
BICC that a profits warning 
from Coming, the US glass- 
maker, about its fibre optics 
business can send the British 
cable company's shares into, a 
taflspin. Though BICC has a 
series of joint ventures with 
Coming, it has nothing in the 
US and the group was at 
pains to say that Comings’ 
problems have nothing to do 
with BICC 

What worries investors is 


that there never seems to be 
good news coming out of 
BICC. Germany, Italy. Aus¬ 
tralia. wherever, BICC has 
troubles. Even Balfour Beat¬ 
ty cannot seem to make hay 
in a sunny construction mar¬ 
ket. BICCs shares have fall¬ 
en to less than a third of 
where they were a couple ot 
years ago. Though BICC 
swears that the fibre optic 
market is not being hurt by 
increasing competitan and 
there is growth of 20 per cent 
per annum, to be had. the City 
is bludgeoned with bad news 
and fears the worst 
But this is unfair. When 
Alan Jones took over as chief 
executive he inherited a 
group in a mess, but whose 
problems had not been spot¬ 
ted by the market These days 
BICC is a company wearing 
its heart on its sleeve and 
whose virtues are obscured 
by bad feeling. Yesterday^ 9 
per cent drop in the share 
price sbould be seen as a buy¬ 
ing opportunity.

But Miss Armstrong’s commenrs 
have sparked a furious debate 
among lenders as to whether this 
flexible mortgage is suitable for the 
mass market. Currently only a few 
lenders, including the Bank of 
Scotland, the Royal Bank of Scot¬ 
land. Clydesdale Bank. Sainsbury’s 
Bank. Scottish Widows Bank. Le¬ 
gal .& General. Mortgage Trust, 
Stroud and Swindon building soci¬ 
ety and the Woolwich, which 
entered the market this week, offer 


fhk lyjv of loan. According to the 
Bank of Scotland, the market leader 
in flexible mortgages, borrowers are 
crying out for new terms from their 
lenders. The bank will next month 
oiler the Personal Choice mortgage, 
its successful llexible lain, in place 
of its standard variable mortgage. 

Borrowers with flexible mort¬ 
gage’; are able to pay off their loan 
early, thus reducing iheir inierevf 
payment, with none of the penalties 
traditionally imposed by lenders. 
According io Mortgage Trust. bor¬ 
rowers who pay an extra ISl a 
month on a S.24 per cent variable 25- 
year £50.(100 loan can pay off ihc 
debt nearly seven years early, 
saving £21.021 in interest payments. 

Some lenders have pushed the 
flexible cuncept furllKT by allowing 
borrowers to withdraw some nr all 
of the credit they have built up 
through regular overpayments by 
ai\ ing them cheque books, or even 
cash machine cards with Mortgage 
Trust's Current Account Mortgage. 
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T he emergence of current 
account mortgages, the 
combination of tw-o tradi¬ 
tionally separate products, 
is revolutionary. By regular over¬ 
payment homeowners can reduce 
their loans and. therefore, their 
interest payments. If they then 
choose to withdraw the money they 
have overpaid, the interest savings 
they will have made will be greater 
than the interest they would have 
earned in a conventional savings 
account. Savings accounts earn 
around 5 per cent, while mortgage 
' rates are between 7 and 8.5 per cent. 
The money withdrawn on the vari¬ 
able rate will also be up to 5 per cent 
cheaper than raking a personal loan 
from a bank or building society. 

Willie Donald, chief manager of 
Bank of Scotland Centre bank, said: 
“Borrowers can build up large 
lump sums which they can use to 
pay school or university fees, make 
home improvements or make a 
contribution to a pension scheme." 
The larger lenders are hovering 
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uncertainly around the margins of 
flexible lending. The Nationwide, 
like many, claims to offer flexibiliy 
to its borrowers on an individual 
basis. It has a subsidiary. UCB 
Homeloans. specialising in flexbile 
mortgages, and is considering sell¬ 
ing die new loans through its 
branches. However, Brian Davis, its 
chief executive, believes it may have 
to charge a fee for die service. Others 
argue that flexible mortgages are 


already too expensive and will 
remain a niche produa regardless 
of the Government’s wishes. This is 
because most will lend only 75 per 
cent of the valueof a property and do 
not offer the kind of fixed interest 
and discount deals that attract most 
borrowers. Mortgage Trust has 
recognised this and has added a 
three-year fix at 824 per cent to its 
Early Payment Plan. 

Patrick Bunion of London & 


Country, a mortgage adviser, said: 
“The ability to get a flexible mort¬ 
gage with a fixed rate is excellent 
However, 824 per rent is not 
competitive, especially as interest 
rates are expected to start going 
down next year. You can get 729 per 
cent from National Counties, nearly 
- I per cent less. Mast borrowers 
would rather have 3 per cent in their 
pockets over three years." 

For some groups of workers, the 


savings to be made from flexible 
loans could be swallowed up in 
compulsory mortgage protection in¬ 
surance. Pressure for this cover is 
craning principally from lenders, 
although Miss Armstrong did say 
this week that borrowers in trouble 
could not expect the State to improve 
the help it now gives. At present, 
only one in six of all borrowers 
voluntarily insures against becom¬ 
ing ill or unemployed and being 


unable to pay the mortgage. They 
are seemingly unaware that if they 
cannot repay their loans they will 
reeerve no state help for nine 
months. If lenders get their way. the 
average borrower with a £50.000 
loan will be paving an extra £27 a 
month for payment insurance. 

Compulsion may, however, drive 
up the cost for the millions of self- 
employed and contract workers 
without job security, as insurers ser 
higher premiums to reflect the extra 
risk of borrowers in these groups. 
Currently most borrowers pay a flat 
rate premium. 

At present, only a handful of 
companies, including General Acci¬ 
dent Direct, operate a system of 
individual risk assessment thar 
takes into account factors such as 
age. postcode and employment. 

S teve Devine of Pinnacle 
Insurance, a mortgage pay¬ 
ment protection specialist, 
said: “There are good risks 
and bad risks and compulsory 
insurance needs individual under¬ 
writing." 

Any move to force insurers to offer 
cover to all borrowers on identical 
terms without being allowed to 
assess the risk posed by individuals 
could result in some people being 
refused cover and potentially a loan. 
The Association of British Insurers 
(ABO said: "Cover may be made 
compulsory but die problem is to 
compel insurers to provide iL What 
happens if someone is at a high risk 
of redundancy but still qualifies for 
a mortgage?” 

Insurers promised to improve 
their policies two years ago after the 
previous government drastically cut 
the amount of state help for borrow¬ 
ers. But experts say this has not 
happened. Elaine Kempson of the 
Polity Studies Institute, who co¬ 
authored a critical report on die 
market in May this year, said this 
week that insurers had made little 
progress in developing policies that 
covered more people and linked in 
with the slate system effectively. 


Sickness cover plan for workers 


3 rilish workers could 
soon be forced to take 
out private insurance 
¥j)o!icies if they are unable to 
work for long periods because 
of sickness or disability (John 
Givens writes). . 

Proposals put to the Gov¬ 
ernment this week by the 
Social Security Advisory’ 
Committee recommend that 
long-term sickness insurance 
should be made compulsory' 
to help to ease the UK’s £21 
billion-a-year disability bene¬ 
fit bill. 

The controversial scheme 
could see the average 30-year- 
old non-smoker paying pre- 
' s miums of around £50 a month 
-'to make sure they have an 
income if their working life is 
cut short or temporarily inter¬ 
rupted by accident, illness or 
disability. 

The Social Security Adv¬ 
isory Committee, whose find- 




mgs the Government is 
obliged to consider, believes 
the existing system of sickness 
benefit payments is failing to 
provide fair financial help to 
those who need it mosL 

Some large employers oper¬ 
ate schemes that offer six 
months on full salary' and a 
further six months on half 
salary to those with serious 
illnesses. But most employees 
mast rely on the State. Under 
the current rules anyone earn¬ 
ing more than E62 a week who 
is off work with an illness is 
entitled to claim weekly Statu¬ 
tory Sick Pay fSSP) of £55.70 
for up to 2S weeks, with the 
employer picking up the bill. 

After 28 weeks the claimant 
switches to incapacity benefit. 


also £55.70 a week, until a full 
year of illness has elapsed, 
when the benefit rises to 
£6245 a week. For the very 
long-term disabled the State 
pays out varying amounts 
linked to the Disability Living 
Allowance of as much as 
E84.I0 a week. 

The phasing-out of these 
benefits would mean that 
employees would be required 
to take out permanent health 
insurance (PHI) policies. 

After a deferred period of 
three to six months the in¬ 
sured will receive a propor¬ 
tion (usually 50-60 per cent) of 
their normal monthly gross 
earnings. 

According to Allied Dun¬ 
bar. one of the market leaders 
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in individual PHI, a man 
aged 30 next birthday want¬ 
ing annual cover of £122*00 
against a salary of £25,000 
would have to pay premiums 
of E5123 a month for a policy 
offering a deferred period of 
one month. For a man aged 
50. the monthly premiums 
rocket to £128.73. 

However, some PHI ex¬ 
perts expressed concern that 
the Government might im¬ 
pose fixed-cost policies on the 
insurers, denying them the 
right to use normal underwrit¬ 
ing procedures to help to 
calculate premiums tailored 
to the individual. 

Peter Kelly, divisional di¬ 
rector of life marketing with 
Allied Dunbar, says that pre¬ 
mium rates are likely to fall if 
the market is flooded with 
applications for policies from 
people toeing the government 
line. 
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Sun fails to rise in Japan 
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U nless you are brave or smart, it 
is usually better for private 
investors "as well as institutions 
to ride through general share price 
setbacks on the stock market In theory, 
you earn much higher returns by 
rapturing upswings and missing down¬ 
turns. In practice, human nature makes 
one sell too early, missing the last nervy 
l e n of an upswing, and buy hack too late, 
after the market has turned. Upswings 
are usually bigger and longer than the 
short, sharp shocks, making a pragmat¬ 
ic case for benign neglect. 

There are alarming exceptions. Inves¬ 
tors who bought at the 1972 peak of the 
FT5E All-share index did not see prices* 
return to that level until 1977-78.

finally dragged the yen down and the 
economy up last year, but attempts to 
rebalance the budget now menace the 
recovery. A rise in consumption tax on 
April 1 produced a mini-spree in 
advance, followed by empty stores since. 
Output fell 29 per cent in the April-to- 
June quarter, double the growth in 
January to March, querying the 1.9 per 
cent annual growth forecast for 1997-98 
The Nikkei fell S.fa per cent this week. 

With Japan’s home economy flat and 
Asian “tiger" markets in trouble, only 
exports to Noth America and Europe are 
buoyant. Political trouble is already 
resurfacing as unde surpluses grow 
month by month. There will doubtless 
be pressure to raise the discount rate 
and boost the yen again. 





O ddly, this could be good for 
everyone. Japanese investors 
haw discovered that inflation is 
by no means the only enemy. The 
majority are retired people who live off 
the returns on their savings rather than 
pensions, much as new- generations will 
have to here. They have no money to 
spend. Deposii rates are niggardly, ten- 
year bond yields dipped below 2 per cent 
at the end of August, believed to be the 
lowest in any developed country since 
1941. shares remain depressed and still 
yield only 0.75 per cent in dividend. 

Doubtless, this is a hiccup and 
Japanese shares will eventually make 
up lost ground.

Pet peace of mind 


A bout 6.9 million dogs 
and 12 million cats live 
in British homes. Just 
one in eight of these, and the 
other animals we keep as pets, 
are insured. About a dozen 
companies operate in the 
EJOO million pet cover market, 
the best known being Pet Plan. 
Pet insurance is not cheap: you 
can expect to pay £116 a year to 
cover a dog for vet's fees, theft 
and accidental death. 

If your Fido is a mongrel, 
then you can expect a discount 
as crossbreeds suffer fewer ail¬ 
ments than their pedigree 
chums. Paws, part of Jardine, 
the insurance broker, has a 


special Moggies and Mon¬ 
grels policy. 

The older y our per. the more 
expensive the cover. Insurers, 
with tlte exception of Wool¬ 
wich Pet Guard, will almosi 
always raise the premium for 
dogs over the age of eighL 
Petsu ranee will not cover any 
cat or dog over ten. 

The typical pet policy also 
includes' third party liability 
insurance of EI-C2 million for 
damage and injury caused by 
your pet. 

The main reason for pet ins¬ 
urance is to cover vet's fees. 
These have risen over the past 
decade, as a result of rapid

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Charitable Inland Revenue 


T he Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has urged 
the Inland Revenue to 
give mure publicity to the lax 
reliefs available for charitable 
donations His announcement 
, ‘s a response to concerns that 
the Diana. Princess of Wales 
Memorial Fund could be los¬ 
ing ciui on tens of millions of 
pounds because of the public’s 
lack of awareness of the Gov¬ 
ernment's Gift Aid scheme. 
This will pay the fund a tax 
rebate nf £75 on a donation of 
£250. 

Earlier in the week, several 
readers of 77ie- Times had 
urged the Government to pro¬ 
mote the benefits of Gift Aid. 
Maurice Michaels, a reader 
from Hove, who had just 
made a donation ro the fund, 
berated ministers for their 
failure to point out Gift Aid's 
advantages. He said: “The 
Revenue doesn't seem to tell 
anyone about this scheme. 
Most people don't know about 
it,'even though I know from 
my own experience that it is 
quite easy and straightfor¬ 
ward to do." 

Gift Aid, introduced in 1990, 
allows a charity to reclaim 
basic rate tax on one-off dona-

Malcolm Bruce, the Liberal 
Party's Treasury spokesman, 
said: “Too little has been done 
to promute the benefits of Gift 
Aid. which could give a sub¬ 
stantial boost to the memorial 
fund. Charities and newspa¬ 
pers could now make praple 
more aware of Gift Aid in 
order to... raise the amount 
available for good causes." 

All an individual has to do is 
fill in a simple Inland Revenue 
certificate, form R190 (SD). 
which most charities will send 
lo a donor. If the charity does 
not have the form, it can be 
obtained from Inland Revenue 
claims offices in Bootle and 
Edinburgh. 

If a donor sends £250 to the 
memorial fund, under the Gift 
Aid scheme this is treated as a 
gift made net of basic rate tax 
of 23 per cent. Aimed with the 
certificate, the memorial fund 
is able to claim back tax from 


the grass earnings uf the 
donor, earning the fund a 
rehale uf E75. 

It does nol matter whether 
the donation is given via 
chetjue, bank transfer or credit 
card. Nor does it matter if the 
donation has already been 
made — the donor simply 
needs in provide proof nr 
payment (such as a credit card 
statement) to satisfy the 
Revenue. 

The benefits are even great¬ 
er if the donor is a higher-rate 
taxpayer. Maurice Fitzpatrick, 
a charity tax specialist of the 
accountants Chantrey 
Veil a co rt, says a 4U per cent 
taxpayer giving E25Q will not 
only see the memorial fond 
receiving an extra £75. but will 
himself receive tax relief 
amounting to ESS. or 17 per 
cent of £325. Under (he Gift 
Aid scheme, it actually costs a 
higher-rate taxpayer £5 less to 
give £250 to the fond than if he 
or she gave E200 and did not 
qualify for relief. 

Companies can also use Gift 
Aid to give to charities. Mr

Fitzpatrick says: "If a company 
makes a El.tfX) donation, it 
gives £770 to the charity and 
pays LAW (equal to basic rate 
tax) to the Revenue.

O ne major caveat on Gift 
Aid is that fur a donor 
to qualify, he or she 
must be a taxpayer and Irving 
in the UK.

Revenue has produced an easy- 
to-read guide on Gift Aid which 
can be obtained from local 
Revenue of Goes. 

Gift Aid is nut the only tax- 
effident way of giving to chari¬ 
ties. Deeds of covenant are 
widely used to give small 
amounts on a regular basis to 
charities such as churches. 
There is no minimum dona¬ 
tion. but payments must be 
made at least once a year for 
Tour years to qualify. 

Payroll deduction schemes 
offered by employers allow 
donors tn give direct from their 
pre-taxed earnings up to El.200

Revenue clarifies Pep 
transfers into Isas 


T he Budget announce¬ 
ment that spelt the de¬ 
mise uf rhe Tessa was 
also the beginning uf the end 
lor rhe ftp As highlighted in 
Thu Times, the Chancellor's 
statement caused some dis¬ 
may among advisers who 
have been demanding m know 
more a hi nit how the transition 
between the two tax-exempt 
schemes and the new indepen¬ 
dent savings account (Isa) 
wuuld be handled. Many were 
irritated at being left in limbo 
without any hard facts on 
which to base their advice. 

However. Don Clark of 
Pepriirect has now received a 
reply to a letter to the Inland 
Revenue. Tliis stales that Pep 
investors will he able to trans¬ 
fer into the Isa. thus clarifying 
one of the uncertainties creat¬ 
ed by the Chancellor's speech. 

Although no detail of the 
icrms uf the conversion arc 
given, Mr Clark feels the reply 
is positive fur Pep investors. 
He said: "The way it reads in 
me is that Peps will continue, 
alheii with a different name 
and within a different tax 
environment.*’ 

However. Mr Clark points 
nut that the letter dues not 
make dear whether Pep inves¬ 
tors will be able to switch nil or 
only a limited amount of their 
existing holdings into the new 
savings scheme, or exactly 
what form the "favourable tax 
environment" promised for 
Isas in the Budget will take. 

There is also no clarification 
nr the status of corporate-bund 
ftps, which makes it especial- 
ly difficult for people reaching 
retirement who are looking for 
investments that will provide a 
supplementary income. 

Peter Emms, group market¬ 
ing director at M&G. the UK's 
second-largest Pep provider, 
said: “Although the Govern¬ 
ment announced that dividend 
rax credits will no longer be 
paid to Pep Investors after 
April 5. 1999. there W3S no 
mention of the abolition of 
income tax credits on corpo¬ 
rate-bond ftps. We are nor

this class or Pep may possibili¬ 
ty continue unchanged or not." 

Yet in spile of these uncer¬ 
tainties. the consensus among 
Pep providers and advisers is 
that investors should continue 
to buy Peps. Graham Hooper 
of Chase de Vere. the adviser, 
said: "You can only plan for 
what you know and not what 
you don’t know. If you analyse 
an investor’s needs and deride 
a certain type of investment is 
appropriate, you must then 
look for the most tax-effident 
and cost-effective way to pur¬ 
chase it. In the case of unit 
trusts, a Pep is often cheaper 
than a direct investment so we 
certainly would not dissuade 
investors from buying this 
type of Pep. 

"With investment trusts or 
shares, the investor may have 
to pay an extra charge for the 
Pep wrapper. If rhe tax bene¬ 
fits do nor outweigh the extra 
charges in the short term — 
which is certainly a danger for 
basic-rale taxpayers investing 
in low-yielding shares — then 
a Pep may not be the right 


answer." he added. Today, 
unit trust ftps make up the 
vast bulk of plans sold and 
Jason Hollands, of BESt In¬ 
vestment Brokers, said: “The 
worst case scenario is that 
there are no more tax benefits 
after 1999 but even if this is the 
case most people who have 
bought unit trusts will still 
have a jolly good investment" 

P hilip Warland. director- 
general of the Associ¬ 
ation of Unit Trusts and 
Investment Funds, says that 
unit trust Peps are still worth 
having. “We want people to 
understand there is uncertainty 
but I don’t think it should be 
overplayed and so far it does 
not appear to have put people 
off buying unit trust Peps." He 
is confident that unit trusts will 
be included in Isas and that 
their role may even be expand¬ 
ed with cash trusts available 
within the new framework. 

Many in the investment 
industry are expecting the 
Government to put some limir 
on the amount that can be 


invested in Isas. Figures of 
£50.000 to £100.000 have been 
mentioned. But as Mr Hol¬ 
lands said: “We believe that 
even the Conservatives would 
have put a cap on Peps at some 
point because of die increasing 
amount of tax the Government 
was forgoing." 

Investors who have man¬ 
aged to put the maximum 
amounts into Peps for many 
years could be affected by such 
limits. According to Chase de 
Vere. someone who had put the 
maximum of £82.200 into gen¬ 
eral and singlecompany ftps 
could now have a portfolio of 
£200,000-E300.000. But people 
should not be put off by the fear 
that may exceed the limit, says 
Simon Philip, of Binder 
Hamlyn. the accountant “In¬ 
vestors who don’t take up their 
ftp allowances will be pretty 
side if they find out they could 
have converted them ail into 
an Isa."

E vidence is emerging that individ¬ 
uals potentially entitled to com¬ 
pensation for being mis-sold 
pensions may not have been contacted 

and informed of their rights. 

At present life companies are concen¬ 
trating on the most urgent pension 
compensation cases, namely those who 
have retired or are dose to retirement 
age. Possible mis-seULng victims in¬ 
dude anyone who received advice on a 
personal pension between April 28, 
1988. and June 30.1994, and who either 
transferred from or left their employer’s 
scheme and bought a private pension or 
did not join an employer’s scheme as a 
result of advice. 

Until receiving a telephone call from 
The,Times. Guardian Insurance had 
not considered Lesley Ireland, a senior 
midwifery sister, as a potential case for 
compensation, although one of its 
salesmen persuaded her to transfer her 
benefits from the National Health 
Service pension scheme with its unusu¬ 
ally generous benefits for those who 
retire early through ill-health. 

At 47. Mrs Ireland is too young to 
qualify as a priority case. But osteo¬ 
arthritis. which drove her to give up 
work five years ago, has forced her into 
early retire menu making it essential 
that her situation be clarified as soon as 
possible. 

The confused state of Mrs Ireland's 
pension affairs came to light only when 
she contacted The Times. It emerged 
that not only had she continued to make 
pension contributions, even though she 
was no longer working, a contravention 
of Inland Revenue regulations that 
Guardian probably should have spot¬ 
ted, but that she had also been removed 
from the NHS scheme. 

Mrs Ireland said: “I wrote to Guard¬ 
ian when I first became too ill to work.

An average investor will hold 
ordinary shares in a company.

DIVIDENDS 


In return for risking capital, 
and provided the company is 
prospering, a shareholder re¬ 
ceives income in the form of a 
dividend payment.

Share prices driven by institutions 


I n the simplest terms share prices tend 
to rise when there are more buyers 
than sellers. Prices are driven by the 
demand of both private investors instruct¬ 
ing stockbrokers to buy and sell on their 
behalf, but more importantly by the large 
institutional investors, such 3S the pen¬ 
sion funds and insurance companies 
which have billions of pounds to invesr. 

The desirability of a company’s shares 
to investors can be affected by any 
number of factors. Typically these will 
include details of how well the company is 
performing, announced through half-year 
and full-year results; how much it is 
paying shareholders through dividends; 
the appointment or departure of key 


members of the management team; the 
launch of a new product; or the gain or 
loss of important contracts. 

Speculation that a company is about to 
receive a takeover bid will also drive share 
prices higher, though conversely plans 
announced by a company to huy a rival 
may knock its price lower. If thecosr of the 
move is thought tu be too high ir could 
affect its ability to increase dividend 
payments. The company’s share price will 
react to general as well as specific facrors. 
Interest rate changes, for example, arc 
very important, as are UK economic data 
and survey's. A report on the housing 
market may affect shares in 
housebuilders, for example, while a 


report saying consumer confidence is 
hooming may lift shares in retailers. 

Share prices also react to world events 
and trends in orher srock markets, in 
particular the Dow Jones industrial 
average in America while, as was seen 
recently, the turmoil in the Far Eastern 
currency markets affected shares of those 
companies with a particular exposure ro 
those countries such as HSBC, owner of 
the Midland Bank in the UK. 

Equally, the strength of the pound is 
very influential. Its recent rise has meant 
that shares in companies with a large 
export business have been affected.

NORWICH UNION be¬ 
came the latest insurance 
company to offer a guaran¬ 
teed scheme for those who 
have been mis-sold a person¬ 
al pension.

The Prix Vermeille boasts a 
stronger British presence with 
Dust Dancer, trained by John 
Dunlop, and the Luca 
Cumani-trained Kaliana and 
Ridaiyma. 

Dust Dancer opened her 
pattern race account in the 
group three Prix de la Nonette, 
beating the Prix de Diane 
winner. Vereva, by a short 
head with the Oaks second, 
Gazelle RoyaJe. a length third. 


Gazelle Royale reopposes and 
will lie well suited by the extra 
two furlongs. 

Katiuna, a half-sister to 
Kahyasi, has raced only three 
times, but has shown useful 
form, winning the Galtres 
Stakes at York, and is open to 
plenty of improvement 

Mousse Glacee and Bril¬ 
liance. who chased home 
Vereva in the Diane, are the 
other major players. Mousse 
Glacee has not run since that 
contest, in early June, but is 
another who will appreciate 
this longer trip, while Bril¬ 
liance proved that she stays 1 b 
miles when third to Ebadiyla 
in the Irish Oaks, 

Frankie Denari rides John 
Gosden's Tamure in the Prix 
Foy. However, he has become 
disappointing and, in a cos¬ 
mopolitan line-up including 
the 1995 Melbourne Cup run¬ 
ner-up, Nothin' Leica Dane, 
and the Japanese-trained 
Sakura Laurel, Surgeon, with 
Cash Asmussen on board, 
makes most appeal.

Davies goes back to his roots 
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F or a professional sports¬ 
man. or woman, coming 
down from the pedestal of 
acclaim is the most vulner¬ 
able and exacting time of life. You 
are 30-somelhing. the body is 
slowing down, the mind has quick¬ 
ened and expanded through experi¬ 
ence ... and now suddenly you 
have decisions lo take on which you 
and your family will sustain the 
riches of recent years or begin a 
decline. 

Jonathan Davies, secure among 
the hallowed rugby fly halves of 
Wales, has begun the transition. It 
is difficult for any competitor, the 
challenge no longer to turn an 
event or a match with a moment of 
intuitive skill, but to redirect talents 
and knowledge. When the rock of 
your own family existence has just 
been removed, as in the case of 
Davies, it is so much more sensitive 
and delicate. 

Karen Davies. Jonathan's com¬ 
panion from the age of ten. his wife 
since they married at 21 and the 
mother of his three young children, 
died of stomach cancer in June. 
They' had already discussed where 
he woqld like to go. what he would 
like to do with die rest of his life, 
and how he could build that 
around raising Scott, aged nine. 
Grace, four, and Geena. two. 

Last week. in Davies’s first 
assignment as an analyst for BBC 
Wales, he came to a salutary’ 
experience. 


give up their life in Trimsaran. the 
village north of Llanelli, and moved 
into a house in the same street as 
Jonathan: and mother ha* become 
full-rime carer to the family again. 

Indeed. Davies is drawing heavi¬ 
ly on the parochial spirit of Welsh 
life, the close-knit support that he 
left in 19S9. when he and Karen 
uprooted completely to secure the 
dream of their family life, a 
El50.000 contract over six years to 
play rugby league. Her own father 
had collapsed and died at tea. in 
front of the pair of 
them, and behind 
every’ decision that 
Davies took. Karen 
had her say. al¬ 
though ultimately 
the choice was his. 

Now. with the 
schools for Scott and 
Grace within a few 
hundred yards, with 
the BBC studios 
down the road, with 
Gareth Davies, his 
predecessor as 
Wales fly half, living 
next door, life not 
only goes on. it also 
turns full circle. 

Davies, on the 
rugby field, could 
move as smooth as 
the Welsh tongue.

H e was in Wrexham. 

covering Wale* v Ro¬ 
mania. The last time he 
captained Wales, be¬ 
fore defecting to what he calls “my 
alienation" in rugby league with 
W'idnes. he was vilified. “But I’m 
better off now than the captain of 
Romania that day." he said yester¬ 
day. “Floriea Murariu was shot 
dead when the revolution came 
against the Ceausescus." 

TTiis afternoon, Davies, the com¬ 
mentator. is in France for Brive 
against Pontypridd. He is close, 
still, to the action, though as 
isolated as any reporter, the wrong 
side of the dressing-room door. He 
says that he does not feel the 
withdrawal on that particular 
score, that the dressing-room, its 
intensities and its communal com¬ 
bative rituals, is the least attractive 
aspect of rugby to him. However, 
being there, being abroad, is a trial. 
Some days ago. Grace, having just 
starred school, did not want her 
father to leave the house. She cried, 
she talked of tummy pains, but he 
had a living to make, a journey to 
take. 

The children this weekend are in 
the village of Cefneithen. to cele¬ 
brate the ninetieth birthday of their 
maternal great-grandmother. 
Through the week, though Davies 
arranges every possible day so that 
he takes his daughter to school, he 
leans on his own mother. She has 
known tragedy hersel f: when Jona¬ 
than was 14. his father, a steel 
worker, died of cancer. She not only 
raised Davies and his sister, but 
also taught herself to drive so that 
she could take the fledgeling player 
to his all-important matches. 

Diana Davies and Ken. his 
stepfather, two weeks ago agreed to 


in his stride, he could dart through 
a gap that others never saw. he 
could, in his own words, "smack 
somebody without hesitation, I was 
never the cleanest of players". He

Reid scare intensifies 
anxiety over TV lights

SKY Television has been 
asked by the British Boxing 
Board of Control (BBBC) to cut 
down the heat generated by its 
lights over boxing rings. The 
matter assumes greater ur¬ 
gency after Robin Reid col¬ 
lapsed outside his dressing- 
room after he had defended 
his World Boxing Council 
super-middleweight title 
against Hassine Cherifi, of 
France, in Widnes on 
Thursday. 

Reid was taken to Whisron 
hospital, where he was said to 
be suffering from exhaustion 
and dehydration. He was 
released yesterday afternoon. 

According to the BBBC. the 
heat from the television lights 
had been excessive at many 
promorions. John Morris, the 
BBBC secretary, said that the 
board's doctors had been con¬ 
cerned about the heat for some 
time and that he had had talks 
with Christopher Brown.

the lights. Morris said: ' Our 
doctors have been very con¬ 
cerned about the heat. It's not 
just because this was in a 
small hall.

SEVERIANO Ballesteros 
mounted a grandstand finish 
to his second round in the 
Lancome Trophy yesterday, 
but not tn the way he would 
have wished. His 65 on 
Thursday was reminiscent of 
the Ballesteros of old; it did 
not take him long to wipe the 
smile off his owm face. 

Although they were show¬ 
ing the odd signs of rust after 
their serene progress of the 
day before, the wheels just 
about kept turning on their 
axles for 14 holes. On the I5rh, 
one of them fell off — bogey. 
On the 16th, another trundled 
into the gutter after unsched¬ 
uled visits to all sorts of 
arboreal hazards when his 
second shot ricocheted 50 
yards off a stake — another 
"bogey. By now he was wob¬ 
bling all over the shop, but 
nobody was really expecting 
the spectacular crash that 
befell him un the last. 

As Ballesteros stood on the 
fee of rhe par-three 18th, he 
was srill level par for the day. 
still six under for the tourna¬ 
ment. The leaders remained 
in view, but in the course of 
the next few, grisly minutes 
he engineered his awn 
downfall. 

He drew out his five-iron 
and tried to cut the ball in. 
The shot failed in tile grand 
manner, clattered into the 
green-side stand and skit¬ 
tered onwards and upwards, 
ending in the garden furni¬ 
ture outside the bar. Out of 
bounds; calamity. 

Second lime round he hit 


the same dub, essentially the 
same shot, but this time he 
got it right. Two putts later he 
had a textbook par with his 
second ball, but the two shots 
he had lost earlier left him 
with a double-bogey five for a 
73. only four under par. 

Ballesteros’s post-round 
mood was not as expansive as 
it had been the day before, but 
he managed to make positive 
noises about his prospects. “I 
played great today, as well as 
yesterday,” he said, “but 
things will change — I'll make 
them change." How, exactly? 
“Simple — by shooting 64 
tomorrow." Well be watching 
you, Seve. 

Meanwhile, as all but one 
of Ballesteros’s seven Ryder 
Cup charges advanced into 
the third round — only 
Darren Clarke missed the 
cut, on four over par — the 
lead was taken up by Tony 
Johnstone, or Zimbabwe, who 
cut a joyful figure as he

putting touch that got lost 
somewhere three years ago. 

Johnstone had a 65 to reach 
halfway on 132. ten under par. 
Happy he might have been, 
but it is worth a small wager 
that sometime yesterday eve¬ 
ning he might have got round 
to mulling over his closest 
pursuers, and ihinking about 
one of them might have 
turned the smile just the 
tiniest bit sickly.

Milestone of 
player who 
shot to fame 


CASES of the murder of 
professional footballers are 
surprisingly rare. The story of 
a possibly unique event, the 
shooting of an English foot¬ 
baller. is now the subject of a 
booklet. Tommy Balt was a 
Gcordie centre half playing 
for Aston Villa and he was 
shut dead on Armistice Day 
1923 by his landlord and 
neighbour. George Stagg. 

Ball, then 23. was thought tn 
have a great future in rhe 
game, but he u-as shot dead in 
a dispute about a dog and 
some chickens. Siagg. the 
killer, was an embittered ex¬ 
soldier and former policeman. 
He had served in Eg} pt and 
Sudan and was wounded in 
the calf during World War 
One. In the course of the dog- 
chicken argument. Stagg pro¬ 
duced a shotgun and killed the 
footballer. 

Stagg claimed that Ball was 
a wife-beater and had threat¬ 
ened tu assault hint, but these 
claims were not accepted by 
the court. He was found guilty 
and sentenced to death. 

He appealed and escaped 
the death penalry. instead 
spending his life until 1966 in 
variuus asylums, including 
Broadmoor." The booklet that 
fells the story is The Murderof 
Tommy Ball: An Asian Villa 
Tragedy by Paul Lester, avail¬ 
able for £3.95 from Protean 
Publications.

Arthur Thompson, 
the referee in question, said 
afterwards that it was high 
time that the game was 
cleaned up. He resented the 
abuse to which referees are 
subjected. 

In the incident in question, 
Thompson reacted to criticism 
by talung off his shirt, declar¬ 
ing he was no longer a referee, 
seeking out his heckler and 
knocking him cold. Christo¬ 
pher Barrett then stepped in to 
the ensuing melee and escort¬ 
ed the referee to safety. Then 
he discovered that it was his 
brother-in-law’ that had been 
the victim and that, addition¬ 
ally. Thompson had called his 
sisier a slut. So he went back 
and hit Thompson. 

For this, Barrett was given a 
four-week ban. Thompson 
was banned from refereeing 
for life and for all rugby 
activities for ten years. “I will 
admit that my hit was harder 
ihan his hit." Thompson said. 
“A lot bloody harder. If that's 
all he’s got, he's got to learn to 
fight."

Brown hopes to go distance Ti s ers aiming Dickson wins in thrilling finish

THE Great North Run has 
always been a match for the 
London Marathon in size, but 
it yearns for an Allister 
Hutton or Eamonn Marlin, a 
men's race-winner of recent 
British vintage. It is 12 years 
since the Great North Run 
sampled the taste, so the 
arrival of Jon Brown in the 
Nurth East yesterday provid¬ 
ed a welcome bouquet for the 
race promoters. Will this be 
the year of Newcastle Brown? 

Benson Masya. of Kenya, 
will be seeking his fifth win 
over the 13.1-mile course from 
Newcastle to South Shields 
tomorrow but. for all his 
experience, it is Brown, some¬ 
thing of a norice at the 
distance, who starts favourite. 
What is likely to be rhe biggest 
field assembled for an annual 
mass road race in Britain — 
some 30,000 — will follow in 
the footsteps of an athlete on a 
new career path. 


Brown is Europe's No I 
cross-country and 10.000 me¬ 
tres runner. However, recog¬ 
nising that the Africans are 
nuw too far ahead to be caught 
in the distance events on the 
track, he has turned to the 
marathon and is eight works 
into his huild-up towards his 
debut at the distance in 
Chicago. 

The 2000 Olympic Games 
in Sydney are his ultimate 
goal and he is pursuing the 
marathon because that is the 
only distance at which he feels 
he "has a realistic chance of a 
medal. Brown’s opponents to¬ 
morrow include Faul Evans, 
who will fear Ihe Vancouver- 
based Briton more than any¬ 
body when he defends his 
Chicago Mararhnn title on 
October 19. 

For Brown, the Great Nurth 
Run represents his only chal¬ 
lenging distance race liefnre 
then. As much ns anything, he 


will be hoping that a trouble¬ 
some hip will take the journey 
in its stride. “It will be a good 
indicator to me as to how my 
training has gone, to what is 
under the hood, and to what I 
need to do in the next five 
weeks," Brown said. 

Liz McColgan. seeking a 
third successive women's title, 
faces formidable opposition 
from Derartu Tulu. of Ethio¬ 
pia, the world cross-country 
champion. Yvonne Murray. 
Marlene Renders and Sonia 
O’Sullivan. 

Television viewers last saw 
McColgan when she was nar¬ 
rowly beaten in an epic 
London Marathon, In recenr 
weeks McColgan has won 
three races — "Mickey-Mouse 
races" to use her words. Now 
cartuon lime is over and rhe 
stage cleared for another dra¬ 
matic plot. "It is one of the 
toughest fields I have faced," 
McColgan said.

Both 
dries have gone through bad 
times, both are tough dock-based 
cities and the people of both cities 
see life from a certain angle. 

They have gone through depres¬ 
sions and. at times, the football 
club was one of the few areas to 
generate ride pride. These days 
both cities are vibrant, lively places 
and the spirit of the |ieupk* is still 
strong. That is why I expect there 
will be .t certain warmth between 
the run clubs. Mind you. there will 
still be a desperation to win. 

1 think the experience nf Celtic 
has mirrored that of Liverpool. We 
were boih dominant clubs in our 
own o urn tries who were also 
successful in Europe for a long 
period. Both dubs have slipped 
slightly off the tup in recent years, 
though, and are* looking for tro¬ 


phies to get right back up there. 
Celtic, perhaps, have even more 
need to do well this season than we 
do. but buih sets of supporters will 
be demanding victory ;md nothing 
else. 

Thar is why there will be passion 
at both legs of this tie. Liverpool, at 
least, have history on their side. 
We have never lust a Eurupean tie 
against a Scottish dub — here's 
huping (hat the trend continues. 

■ Rome, sweet Rome 

THOSE with good memories may 
recall that, hack in February. I 
wrote in this column that I 
believed passionately that Eng* 
land would qualify fur the World 
Cup finals despite a home defeat at 
the hands uf [taJy. It seems thui 
everybody else is nmv beginning to 
believe the same. 

After the Italy game at Wem¬ 
bley. a gloom secerned to descend 
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on English football. The feeling 
was that we just were not good 
enough and that the Italians were 
in a different league, technically 
and tactically. 1 suggested then 
that we were quite capable uf 
going to Rome and heating 
Italy. 

It is something that I still think 
we are capable of doing. It w< ml be 
easy, obviously, but it is possible. 
Italy were not that much bener 
than England at Wembley. 

We didn't play particularly well 
and we allowed the Italians the 
time to get behind rhe bid! far too 
easily. But they had une vital factor 


that we lacked — luek It was a 
lucky deflection for their goal: we 
didn't get rhe same luck in front of 
goal. 

Since then, however, we have 
proved that we are a good side, 
and Italy have slipped up a little. 
Now we go to Rome only needing a 
poinr and there will be no doubt 
that is in England's favour. Italy 
are a very difficult side to break 
down when they can afford to sit 
back. Now they need to come 
out and score a goal, which will 
allow England some space on the 
break. 

The onus will be on them. Their 


supporters will be on edge, urging 
their team forward and demand¬ 
ing victory. England will go into 
the match knowing that if we don't 
concede a goal, we will be in the 
finals. I know which position 1 
would rather be in. 

I don’t think we will go there 
solely to defend. As 1 have suggest¬ 
ed. we are as good a side as Italy. 
There seems to be a perception in 
this country that the foreign na¬ 
tions are better than us. People 
always say the Germans, the 
Italians, the French are the great¬ 
est. but we should be saying that 
it's us. 

There is nothing for England to 
fear. We should have the belief that 
we can match any other country' 
and I think that the events ar Lie 
Toumoi de France proved that. 
Rome on October 11 may be the 
final proof. 

■ Home improvements 
THERE has been a suggestion 
already abuur Liverpool that our 
home form will again not be good 
enough to enable us to win the 
championship — and all that after 
one march at AnfieJd! 

We play Sheffield Wednesday 
today and"there is no doubt that it 
will be a difficult challenge. Wed¬ 
nesday came to our ground Iasi 
reason and snatched a surprise 
victory, and many people have 
suggested that that was the mo¬ 
ment when our home form col¬ 


lapsed. 1 think things will be 
different this season, though. 

Last year we were perhaps a bit 
one-dimensional up front. If things 
weren't going right for u.s. if sides 
were defending in numbers 
against us. then ive did not have 
too many options to change the 
game. But our manager has 
recruited well over the summer, 
and now I think we can be a very- 
different side. 

Up front, we certainly have 
more options with the addition of 
Karlheinz Riedle and the emer¬ 
gence of Michael Owen. What they 
allow* us to do is to change our 
tactics during a game and com¬ 
pletely transform "the style of the 
side. 

We can start with the five-man 
midfield but. if things are not 
going as planned, we can easily 
switch to a ++2 formation, or even 
play with three strikers up fronL 

fthink that will be valuable to us 
this season. There is no doubt that 
we dropped too many points at 
home last time around and that 
cost us any chance of the champ¬ 
ionship. Sides will always come to 
Anfield to defend and we must 
devise ways to break them down. 

With our midfield and forward 
line this season, I am sure that we 
will be even more adaptable and it 
will give us those all important 
options.

Perpetual motion 


Martin O’Neill, 
the dynamic 
Irishman who 
has plotted the 
rise and rise of 
Leicester City 



S ilence is not one of 
Martin O’Neill's vir¬ 
tues. He mistrusts it. 
He fills it with his 
habit-words and his favourite 
phrases when it creeps up on 
him at the end of sentences. 
Sometimes he uses repetition 
to conquer it and the lovely, 
lilting rhvdun of his speech 
quickens for the second see¬ 
ing. Silence never catches him 
out. 

In his waking hours, lie 
keeps a vigil against rest and 
relaxation, too. He refuses to 
let it impose, nor at work, not 
at home. He hums wirh ner¬ 
vous energy, his eyes dart he 
leans forward eagerly in his 
chair when he is enthusiastic 
about his subject, which is 
always. He worries at things, 
he gnaws at them. He never 
lets it lie. 

This particular lunchtime, 
he is sirring behind the door 
marked “Coaches’ Room” at 
Leicester City’s training 
ground, a series uf lush and 
carefully tended pitches at the 
end of a suburban cul-de-sac 
near Filbert Street There are 
comfy chairs in the room, but 
he is sitting on a hard one . 
perched on the edge, talking 
about why he can never stop 
football whirring around his 
brain. 
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“ “ 1 " o." he says, “no. I

i, ^ from the game. 
Most boys pick up golf and 
things like this here and that 
type of stuff, but I don't. I can’t. 

1 haven’t got an ability to be 
able to relax at the end of it all. 

1 would love to be able to do it 
and l do envy managers who, 
once they step into their car to 
go home, the game no longer 
counts for them. Well. I am not 
one of those unfortunately. 

"My two daughters and my 
wife have to listen to me 
persistently about this and 
about that, about the game. 
And when they come in and 
put a point of view and l don't 
agree with that point of view, 
then it’s bedlam and it goes on 
forever. 1 cant do it 1 cant let 
go. Thar has been the story in 
our household for a number of 
years. I have got plenty of 
other interests. don"r worry 
about that, but fooibaU is 
never that far away. 

"Even as a player, funnily 
enough, i was always fast out 
of the dressing room, still 
contemplating the game. That 
is just the way I am. unfortu¬ 
nately. and at some stage J 
should really wise up. 1 should 
wise up. If somebody could tell 
me how to do it. 1 would do. I 
would." 

This week, though, might 
not he a good time to try. On 
Tuesday. Leicester City, the 
team that has hecome English 
football's favourite underdog, 
the side that still gets 
patronised as “little Leicester” 
despite everything O’Neill has 
achieved, will lake to the pitch 
at the Vicente Calderon stadi¬ 
um. the home of Atlcrioo 
Madrid, on the biggest night 
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One for the scrapbook; O’Neill, who normally barely pauses to catch his breath, taking a moment in the autumn sunshine to relax from the pressures of management in the Premiership 


in their 113-year history. De¬ 
spite all the other ties next 
week, matches like Newcastle 
United's clash with Barcelona 
and Manchester United’s trip 
to Slovakia to play Kosice, it is 
the first Leg of Leicester’s Llefa 
Cup tie against a Spanish 
team that spent more than £36 
million on new players over 
the summer, including a good¬ 
ly slice to Middlesbrough for 
Juninho, that is the most 
eagerly awaited. 


I t is archetypal underdog- 
against-giant material, a 
ream who won their first 
big trophy for 33 years 
when they heat Middles¬ 
brough in the Coca-Cola Cup 
final in April and spent £2 
million in the summer against 
a team that laid out 12 times 
that much just for two players.

take it too seriously. 

“1 would probably have 
preferred some minnow and 
rried to take it all a wee bit 
further, but now we’re there, 
why not go for it? We should 
not have any chance if it is on 
money spent this year. We 
should not have any chance, 
but we are in it and we’ll give it 
a crack." 

Win or lose, few would bet 
againsr Leicester giving a good 
account of themselves both 
away and at home against 
Aderieo. The feast of attention 
that will be lavished on the 
dub over the next fortnight is 
bound to focus attention once 
more on the future of the 
manager who shares with Joe 
Kinnear. of Wimbledon, the 
distinction of being the FA 
Carling Premiership's most 
accomplished alchemist. 

Yet O’Neill, will not repre¬ 
sent an easy seduction for the 
big boys when they come 
calling. In 54 years with 
Wycombe Wanderers, as he 
took them from the Vauxhall 
Conference through to the 
second division, he turned 
down approaches from Bristol 
Rovers and Nottingham For¬ 
est before he eventually de¬ 
camped to Norwich City.

Ghosts that haunt 
game’s fall guys

T he moaning starts just min- 
nif. alter the kick-off. “Play

rhe stands at Boundary Park, 
home or Oldham Athletic, are 
-parsely populated, so the grum¬ 
bling echoes all around. ITtese are 
I lie ghosts of Prumierships past, 
where the wailing never stops and 
a glorious yesterday laps persis- 
lemly on the shoulder. 

Just fuur seasons ago, Oldham 
Athletic were in the tup division. 
Vim«is> every sear was taken as the 
lil.es of Manchester United. 
Arsenal and Liverpool visited a 
ground that is one of the highest 
above sea level in England. It 
really did feel like heaven was 
wirhin lunching distance. 

The town, with its terraced 
houses and disused mills, perpetu¬ 
al rain and pop groups with names 
like Wonky Alice, suddenly had 
glamour by association. A staunch 
following of about 4.5UO support¬ 
ers tripled and cars were festooned 
wirh dub stickers as everyone 
claimed part-ownership of their 
home-town team. This same fer¬ 


vour has engulfed 
Barnsley since they 
secured their place 
in the FA Carling 
Premiership. 

Success not only 
brings Manchester 
United to a football 
dub, it also brings 
queues, parking 
problems, ticket 
shortages, street 
vendurs and thou¬ 
sands of new con¬ 
verts. usually in 
such numbers tu 
change significantly 
the atmosphere 
within a ground. 

“It all suddenly 
became very 
strange." Pete Ma¬ 
son. editor of the 
Oldham fanzine. Bcunul the 
Boundary, said. “It got so that you 
knew the people who stun! near 
you. bur there was then all these 
new people. I would be selling the 
fanzine and l‘d see people coining 
up who I'd seen around Oldham 
who I never knew were interested 
in football.” 

These nouveau supporters are 
recklessly ostentatious. They buy 
everything on sale at the club shop 
and parade their new love with 
shameless zeal. Inevitably, they 
know little of football's culture, or 



its etiquette. Must 
fail to appreciate that 
a football cluh is for 
life, not jusi a meta¬ 
phorical Christinas. 
At Oldham, they 
were dubbed “Good 
time Charlies”, while 
at Barnsley, they an? 
known as “Johnny 
Come-Lute leys". 

Barnsley had just 
2-S00 season ticket- 
holders last season 
and a further 5.1XX1 
regular supporters 
who could be consid¬ 
ered true to the 
cause. The duh has 
issued 17.1*10 season 
tickets this season, 
which means that 
the scat next to you 
at (inkwell is likely to Ik* tKvupied 
Ivy a Juluiny with a double- 
barrelled surname. 

So fur. their loyalty has been 
absolute and their period of sup¬ 
port has embraced a disheartening 
b-0 home defeat against Chelsea. 
Unfortunately, the Oldham experi¬ 
ence does nut bode well. “I don't 
know whether Oldham people are 
just more fickle than most, hui I 
remember people trying to sell 
their season ticket jusi a few 
months into the first season when 
we won promotion.” Mason said.

Oldham spent three seasons in 
the rup division, the second two in 
the newly-inaugurated Premier 
League, but they were relegated in 
IW4 and last season were*slipped 
down again tu the second division 
of the Nationwide League.

policy of selling its better players. 
“The place has gone down drasti¬ 
cally. I suppose you could say that 
the rats soon left a sinking ship. I 
reckon we’ve kept a tiny propor¬ 
tion of those fans from a few years 
ago. maybe something like two per 
cent.”

Tony Bugby. of the Oldham

of qualification. The pressure, 
as Glenn Hoddle correctly 
said after England had easily 
beaten Moldova, is now 
on the Italians, who stuttered 
in Georgia, but the de¬ 
cades in which Italy could 
never bear England are a 
remote memoty and England 
have not overcome them 
since that remarkable victory 
in New York in 1976. when 
Ray Wilkins and company 
turned defeat into 
triumph. 

Italy have risen from 
the ashes before, notably in 
the 1982 World Cup in 
Spain. Their three qualifying 
group performances were 
so dire that a fiery young Tus¬ 
can manager, Eugenio 
Fascetti, made a vicious pub¬ 
lic attack on Italy's long- 
suffering coach. Enzo 
BearzoL Suddenly and 
surprisingly. Italy took wing 
in Barcelona. Paolo Rossi 
just out of mothballs after a 
two-year suspension, 
scored six goals in three 
games and Italy beat West 
Germany in the final. 

Cesare Maid ini. the Ita¬ 
ly coach, will remember all 
that very well and may 
draw solace from it After afl, 
he was No 2 to BearzoL 
What he will not be able to 
do, as Bearzot did then, is 
to impose a period of what 
his predecessor called 
“disintoxication” — in other 
words, one in which he 
could dear his players’ sys¬ 
tems of what he saw as the 
poison of their domestic 
championship, which will 
be in hill flow by October II. 

Maldini probably had a 
point when, before the Geor¬ 
gian anticlimax, he be¬ 
wailed the fact that Sene A 
had scarcely begun, just 
as. before England beat Italy 
in the Toumoi de France, 
he complained that it was 
scarcely finished. Maldini 
has. inevitably, been subject¬ 
ed to bitter criticism after 

the draw in Tbilisi, above ail 
for his supposedly nega¬ 
tive and anxious attitude. 

Contrary to Italian prac- 
lice, he did not announce his 

team until he gave it in the 
dressing-room. 

perhaps the most sur- i 

prising thing is that Maldmi

Former glories offer 
hope for Aberdeen 


WHEN he was first with 
Aberdeen. Jim Leighton, the 
goalkeeper, must have been 
soothed by the sight of Ihe red 
jerseys that protected him. 
Nowadays, his mood can 
hardly be so serene when he 
looks out at his defence. Much 
has changed since he left 
Pittodrie in 1988. 

In Leighton’s last season 
with Aberdeen, his team twice 
defeated Rangers in Glasgow. 
Over the nine years that have 
followed, the dub has only 
been capable of adding two 
more victories at Ibrox to their 
total. This afternoon, Aber¬ 
deen travel to face the champi¬ 
ons once again and do not 
seem equipped for the task. 

Roy Aitken. the manager, is 
exasperated with the frequen¬ 
cy of reports that Aberdeen 
have won only two games in 
the Bell’s Scottish League pre¬ 
mier division since December 
of last year. It would be easier 
to suppress memories of last 
season, however, if his team 
had made a better start to this 
one. 

They are yet to win a game 
and. with two points, find 
themselves ninth in the table. 
A kindly interpretation of 
events would state that the 
many signings made in the 
summer, with Leighton 
among them, have still to 
settle. Some support for the 
argument comes from the fact 
that Aberdeen have reached 
the semi-final of the Coca-Cola 
Cup.

Yesterday, however, 
brought one new arrival. After 
months of intermittent negoti¬ 
ation. Celtic have bought the 
Denmark central defender. 
Marc Rieper, from West Ham 


United, for £1.5 million. Al¬ 
though Rieper, 29, is not 
eligible for the Uefa Cup-tie 
with Liverpool, he is expected 
to make his debut at Mother- 
well this afternoon. 

He is the seven tit player to 
have been purchased by Celtic 
since the appointment, in July, 
of Wim Jansen as head coach. 
The team is beginning to take 
shape, but. with Jorge Cadete 
sold and Darren Jackson recu¬ 
perating from brain surgery, 
has found it difficult to take 
chances in front of goal. It is a 
failing Celtic cannot afford to 
repeat against Motherwell at 
Fir Park this afternoon. 

Yesterday, however, the 
dub's fortunes did take a turn 
for the better. They will receive 
a rental fee for Scotland’s final 
World Cup qualifying match, 
against Latvia on October 11, 
since it has now been re¬ 
located from Easter Road to 
Celtic Park.

Wenger 
calls for 
radical 
changes

AS THE fractured football 
season prepared last night for 
its third restart in the Five 
weeks since the new campaign 
' began. Arsene Wenger, the 
Arsenal coach, voiced his fhis- 
tration at the increasing dislo¬ 
cation international football is 
causing domestic competition 
and ailed for a radial 
restructuring of qualifying 
tournaments. 

Wenger, whose team lake 
on Bolton Wanderers at 
Highbury this afternoon, ar¬ 
ticulated the dissatisfaction 
felt by the majority of support¬ 
ers over the way the season 
has been disrupted. He com¬ 
plained that it was impossible 
to get any feeling for the shape 
of the new FA Carling Pre¬ 
miership when some teams, 
like his own. had played five 
games and Newastle United 
had only played two. 

The Frenchman also criti¬ 
cised the spread of dates used 
by national teams to play their 
matches with the result that 
some compete on a Saturday, 
some the following Wednes¬ 
day. He said that all countries 
should be made to play their 
qualifying matches for compe¬ 
titions such as the World Cup

and the European champion¬ 
ship on the same night. 

International dates have al¬ 
ready wiped out two Premier¬ 
ship Saturdays, even though 
England were not involved on 
one of those occasions. 
Another round of domestic 
matches will go by the board 
on October II to accommodate 
England's match with Italy. 
Scotland's with Latvia and a 
host of others. Yet another 
blank Premiership Saturday 
is due on November 15 
because of the possibility that 
national reams could be in¬ 
volved in World Cup play-offs. 

“We have got six games in 
two weeks coming up now.” 
Wenger said, “and then 
another two weeks off. It is 
ridiculous. Because of the 
disparity in the number of 
games everyone has played, 
for the first time I cannot 
really judge what the Premier¬ 
ship is like. 

“I think England should 
only cancel their Premiership 
games when England play. 
After all. Scotland is indepen¬ 
dent now. isn't it? Fifa has in 
harmonise all the fixtures in 
Europe sn that everybody 
plays on the same day. Maybe 
games could be bunched to¬ 
gether more. too. so that 
England p!a\ on a Saturday 
and then a Wednesday like 
some other countries. 

“This is what they have to 
try to do at international level 
because ir is nut normal that 
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you stop for two weeks 
because of a match against 
Moldova. I am not a specialist 
on fixtures — I am just giving 
an opinion.’* 

Wenger, who was speaking 
at Arsenal’s team hotel near St 
Albans. 31 so suggested that 
qualifying competitions for in¬ 
terna tional tournaments 
should follow the model re¬ 
cently established by Euro¬ 
pean club tournaments, where 
rhe less accomplished sides 
have to play qualifying rounds 
before they are allowed to join 
the bigger clubs, thus reduc¬ 
ing the number of group 
matches that rhe leading 
teams have to play. 

“I personally have a prob¬ 
lem watching games like 
Germany against Armenia," 
Wenger said. “After the first 
five minutes. I am waiting for 
Germany to score the first 
goal. For me, that is not what 
the international level should 
be. 

“England played very well 
against Moldova but Moldova 
are not really an international 
side. Sooner or later, the 
authorities are going to have 
to create a different or a lower 
level to reduce the number of 
matches that everyone plays." 

Chelsea will have one eye on 
the Continent before they meet 
Crystal Palace at Selhurst 
PSrk where there will be a 
gathering of smarting Italians 
after the sudden change of 
fortunes in England's World 
Cup qualification group. 

Wenger warned that unless 
some sort of reforms were 
initiated. Fifa would face a 
rebellion from the leading 
European clubs, who pay 
extortionate salaries to their 
leading players and then have 
to watch as they go absent on 
international duty for large 
swaths of die season. 

He died the example of 
Ronaldo, the Brazil forward 
signed by IntemazionaJe for 
around £20 million. “I see that 
Inter have to release him for 
seven matches this season." 
Wenger said. “They are all 
friendlies for Brazil. But say 
he misses a couple of games 
through injury and two more 
through suspension, suddenly 
he is only playing 20 games 
and there are only 34 matches 
in the Serie A season. 

“At the end of a season, 
people look at how many 
points you have got and whar 
position you Finished in the 
table. They do not ask whether 
>uu had all your best players 
available." 

Wenger devoted rhe res: of 
his press conference yester¬ 
day. though, to heaping praise 
on iiis forwards. Ian Wright 
and Dennis Bergkamp. who 
between them have scored 
eight of Arsenal's nine goals 
this season. Both scored lor 
their countries in midweek 
too.

Rusedski soars to record heights

ANOTHER day. another 
$18,400 (around tl 1.500). but 
most valuable of all to Greg 
Rusedski was the knowledge 
that whatever the outcome of 
the quarter-final at the 
Samsung Open in Bourne¬ 
mouth yesterday, he would 
break into the world’s top ten 
tennis players when the new 
rankings are issued on Mon¬ 
day. It will mark Rusedski 
down as the first British man 
to achieve such a ranking in 
the game. Just to underline the 
point. Rusedski beat Lucas 
Arnold in straight sets to reach 
the semi-finals. 

The Association of Tennis 
Professionals (ATP) Tour 
rankings system is not known 
for its simplicity and. earlier in 
the week, it had appeared that 
Rusedski would have to reach 
the final here to achieve a top- 
ten place. That however, over¬ 
looked the small matter of 
Thomas Muster. 

This time last year. Muster 
won a title in Bogota: this year 
there is no tournament in 
Bogota and he is not playing 
anywhere else, so he will lose 
all tin.* points that he amassed 
there. As a result, the Austrian 
wili drop out of the top ten next 
Monday and Rusedski will 
move up. It sounds simple, but 
it has taken those who are 
supposed to know the hest 
part of two days !n work out. 

I: is the highest ranking for 


a British man since Roger 
Taylor climbed to No II in 
September 1973. Rusedski 
was delighted to have made 
the breakthrough, but no one 
told him before his quarter¬ 
final in case it interrupted his 
preparations. "I didnt know, 
but I had a sneaking suspicion 
that it could happen." he said. 
“And if it didn't happen cm 
Monday it would happen in 
two weeks, anyway. But it was 
nice that it happened here in 
Bournemouth and nice that it 
happened on the clay courts. 
God. I'm a clay-courter now." 

The news also filtered 
through to Tashkent, in Uz¬ 
bekistan. where Tim Henman 
reached the semi-finals of 
rheir tournament with a 6-3, 
64 win over Vince Spadea.

After a touch battle to break 
the Arnold service in the fifth 
game of the ne.xl set. Rusedski 
finally got his reward on the 
Fifth break point and did not 
look back. He won 7-0.6-3 and 
plays Carlos Muya. the top 
seed, today. Not that Moya 


thinks that Rusedski should 
prove too tough an opponent. 

“I don’t mind predictions 
like that." Rusedski said. “Ev-. 
eryone said I’d lose in the first 
round at Flushing Meadows 
and that all worked out quite 
nicely for me. I’ve got a great* 
opportunity this week to 
impove my ranking further. Ir 
just keeps me motivated. If I 
an keep going and try my 
best in every match, my rank¬ 
ing wifi get better." 

The latest information on 
the rankings suggested that, 
should Rusedski beat Moya, 
the world No 5, and so reach 
the Final here, he could climb 
to No 6 on Monday.

Michael Calvin finds 
a once-great athlete 
bent on destroying 
images of his heyday 


J oe Louts became a curiosity item in a 
wheelchair, greeting guests at a casino in 
Las Vegas. Me entered politics and John 
McEnroe grew Ihc goalee that symbolised his 
arrival as an art dealer in New York. Carl 
Lewis has aimed somewhere in between and 
derided that his future lies as America's 
answer to Norman Wisdom. 

Lewis is already closer in spirit to Michael 
Jackson than Michael Johnson, whom he 
accused, in a memorable exchange between 
pot and kettle, of turning track and field into 
an “ego-fest". He is arguably tile world's 
greatest all-round athlete and certainly his 
sport's most blatant seif-publicist. 

Want a sprinter in high heels? Carl’s your 
man. Need an androgynous model for the 
summer catalogue? Lewis will oblige. Speech¬ 
es, sincere or sacriiarin-sweeL according to 
taste, are a speciality. He has retired more 
often than Linford Christie and with even less 
grace than Diego Maradona. This season, 
which he has billed as “one long and pleasant 
victory lap", has been an insult to a legend 
embellished by nine Olympic titles. 

He has willingly succumbed to the attrition

of the ageing process by running in develop¬ 
ment races, posing in dream-team relays and 
pattering around'Europe with the distiaaed 
air of a backpacker. He finally abandoned the 
pretence of legitimacy in Tokyo last weekend 
when, wearing what appeared to be a lea 
towel over his newly-d read locked hair, he 
was deliberately beaten in a 100 metres 
against Japanese high-school students. 

Me makes positively his last appearance as 
a professional athlete today, as part of the 
half-time entertainment in a University of 
Houston football game.

rolourfully dressed than the cheerleaders and 
invoke the all-American virtues of mom. 
apple pie and weak beer with greater 
intensity than the coaches. His tendency to 
milk public aedaim suggests that he might 
have to be forcibly removed from the field by 
one of those steroidal linebackers who 
communicate in grunts. 

Far better, surely, to remember him 
through the personalised freeze-frame images 
that are the calling cards of greatness. Think 
of him as the ghost of Jesse Owens in Los 
Angeles in 1984. or as the symbol of 


vengeance, who inherited the gold medal 
fraudulently won by Ben Johnson in Seoul 
four years later. The long jump was his 
salvation in Barcelona and Atlanta, where he 
turned a crowded winner’s press conference 
into another acting class by asking the 
assorted hacks, with mod; alarm: “Hey. what 
are you guys doing in my dream?" 

We were living it with him, and loving it. 
His soundbites were as smooth as his stride 
pattern. He courted publicity, but remained 
aloof. He was everyone's acquaintance, but 
no one's dose friend. He was a global figure, 
who yearned for recognition in his own 
country. The central inconsistencies of his life 
were obvious, but routinely overlooked. 

R etirement is Ihc final frontier for any 
sporting icon and Lewis, at 36, is 
rushing towards his midlife crisis. "I 
am a restless soul." lie said. "I know I will 
haw to stay busy so 1 don't foil into the trap of 
getting nostalgic about the glory days.” His 
plan, to concentrate on what he rails "physical 
comedy", is fraught witli potential humilia¬ 
tion. but doubts are met with a shrug. 

“If it works, great." he said. “If noL 1 know I 
can fall hack on other things." He intends to 
promote a Ixjok every Olympic year until he 
reaches 50 and is to produce fitness videos for 
the Beatles Generation. He is to launch a 
range of formal wear and ad as a salesman 
for The ubiquitous Nike swoosh. When the 
price is righL he will peddle everything from 
exercise bikes to hair gel.
